of  jobs  at  risk

Railway  workers  were  last 
night  given  a  warning  that 
thousands  of  jobs  could  be  at 
risk  because  of  the  growing 
crisis  in  the  industry  caused  by 
the  guards*  dispute  which  led  to 
the  cancellation  yesterday  of 
hundreds  of  commuters  trains 
in  British  Rail’s  Southern 
Region. 

A  meeting  this  morning 
between  leaders  or  the  National 
Union  of  Railwaymcn  and 
British  Rail  takes  place  against 
the  background  of  threats  of 
further  unofficial  strikes  and  a 
challenge  from  Sir  Robert  Reid. 
British  Rails  chairman,  that  the 
union  should  ballot  all  its 
members  before  authorizing 
disruption  or  the  rail  network. 

A .  24-hour  strike  called  by 
militants  at  eight  guards'  depots 
on  Southern  Region  was  the 
union's  initial  response  to 
British  Rail's  decision  to  dis¬ 
miss' almost  90  guards  in  south 
Wales  in  addition  to  the  147  in 
Glasgow  who  were  sent  dis¬ 
missal  notices  over  the  week¬ 
end. 

Railway  workers  will  today 
start  receiving  a  warning  from 
Sir  Robert  in  the  latest  issup  of 
Rail  news,  the  industry's  news¬ 
paper.  in  which  he  says  there 
was  no  alternative  but  to  “go  it 
alone"  because  of  the  intransi¬ 
gence  of  the  union  leadership. 

He  says:  “The  crisis  which  we 
hoped  and  worked  hard  to 
avoid  in  our  industry  is  here.  It 
is  serious  and  unless  wc  find  a 
solution  quickly,  it  is  a  real 
threat  to  jobs,  particularly  in  the 
freight  business." 


The  union  is  due  to  ballot  its 
1 1.000  guards  next  Thursday  to 
seek  support  for  a  programme 
of  industrial  action  to  oppose 
the  removal  of  guards  from 
some  passenger  and  freight 
trains  but  Sir  Robert  challenges 
the  union  to  ballot  all  its 
140.000  members  because  he 
says  their  "future  prospects  arc 
at  stake". 

Mr  Jimmy  Knapp,  the 
union's  general  secretary,  said 
last  night:  "It  is  a  strange  son  of 
democracy  when  wc  arc  trying 
to  run  a  ballot  and  the  people 
who  want  to  vole  are  getting  the 
sack  before  they  have  a  chance 
to  do  so.” 

Mr  Knapp  is  due  to  meet  Mr 
John  Palette.  British  Rail's 
managing  director  for  person¬ 
nel.  this  morning,  when  he  will 
demand  that  the  dismissal 
notices  be  withdrawn.  He 
indicated  last  night  that  the 
union  would  not  discuss  mat¬ 
ters  related  to  driver-only 
operations  while  any  of  its 
members  remained  dismissed. 

The  management  is  likely  to 
insist  at  the  meeting  that  the 
union  commits  itself  to  serious 
discussions  on  the  implemen¬ 
tation  of  one-man  irains  and 
will  refuse  to  discuss  the 
principle  driver-only  trains  on 
commuter  services  out  of 
London's  Kings  Cross  and  on 
Glasgow  surburban  services 
with  or  without  union  agree¬ 
ment. 

The  union's  executive  will  be 
standing  by  to  hear  a  report  of 
the  meeting.  It  has  already 
threatened  to  launch  industrial 


setion  if  the  dismissal  notices 
are  nol  withdrawn. 

With  services  starling  to 
return  to  normal  this  morning 
on  Southern  Region,  there  are 
rumblings  of  discontent  in  other 
parts  of  the  region  and  union 
officials  believe  there  could  be 
unofficial  walk-outs  in  parts  of 
Kent  later  in  the  week  unless 
there  is  some  breakthrough  in 
the  national  negotiations. 

Last  night  about  100  guards 
at  the  Severn  Tunnel  junction 
depot  voted  to  strike  from 
midnight  after  the  delivery  of 
dismissal  notices  to  guards  at 
Margam  and  Llanelli  in  south 
Wales,  the  union  claimed  that 
the  strike  could  have  a  serious 
effect  on  freight  services  al¬ 
though  passenger  trains  arc 
unlikely  to  be  disrupted. 

Only  four  of  the  58  guards  at 
Margam  ignored  the  decision  to 
continue  the  five-week  strike 
and  none  of  the  32  guards  at 
Llanelli  were  reported  to  have 
crossed  picket  fines.  All  those 
who  did  nol  report  for  work 
received  hand-delivered  dis¬ 
missal  notices  from  British  Rail. 

There  was  again  disruption  ol 
services  in  the  Glasgow  area 
and  commuter  services  into 
Kings  Cross,  but  by  far  the  most 
serious  impact  of  the  dispute  so 
far  was  on  Southern  Region 
where  up  to  half  the  trains 
running  into  London  Bridge 
and  Victoria  w  ere  cancel  led. 

Services  from  cast  Kent  and 
south-east  London  wore  also 
affected  but  not  Waterloo 
irains. 


Pope  makes 
appeal 
for  unity 
to  Muslims

The  Pope  received  one  of  the 
most  enthusiastic  welcomes  of 
his  papacy  last  night  from  the 
M  usl  i  m  \  ou  th  of  M  orocco 
when  the  main  football  stadium 
in  Casablanca  erupted  in  delight 
at  his  arrival. 

He  told  them  Christians  and 
Muslims  had  understood  each 
other  poorly  in  the  past,  but 
there  was  no  sign  of  misunder¬ 
standing  in  the  royal  welcome 
King  Hassan  and  the  people 
had  prepared  for  this  unpre¬ 
cedented  encounter. 

Christians  arc  outnumbered 
by  Muslims  in  Morocco  by 
about  1.000-1,  yet  hardly  a 
Catholic  country*  had  greeted 
hint  as  warmly.  King  Hassan 
had  full  State  visit  arrange¬ 
ments  laid  on  for  what  was  a 
stop  on  the  Pope's  return  to 
Rome  from  Kenya.  He  arrived 
after  lunch,  and  departed  as 
night  fell. 

He  appealed  to  the  youth  o! 
Morocco  and  Muslim  youth 
everywhere  to  help  to  build  a 
more  just  and  peaceful  world. 

"You  are  responsible  for  the 
world  of  tomorrow.’’  he  said. 
“There  arc  in  ihe  world  cultures 
and  races  that  are  not  respected. 
It  is  because  men  do  not  accept 
their  differences.  They  do  not 
know  each  other  enough.  They 
do  nol  respect  those  who  do  nol 
have  the  same  civilization."

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The  Pope  arriving  in

Vaiican  officials  described  as 
the  Roman  Catholic  Church's 
most-significant  gesture  of 
peace  and  collaboration  with 
Islam,  the  continent’s  largest 
religion  (AP  reports). 

■  Extraordinary  security  was  in 
effect.  The  city's  Muhammad  V 
Airport  had  been  cleared  and 
the  20  mile  motorcade  route 
closed  to  traffic  for  hours,  police 
stood  along  the  road. 

After  he  stepped  off  the 
plane,  the  Pontiff  kissed  the 
ground  and  embraced  King 
Hassan.  kissing  him  on  both 
checks,  as  a  2 1 -gun  salute 
sounded. 

The  Government  requi¬ 
sitioned  hundreds  of  trucks  and 
buses  to  carry  crowds  of 
Moroccans  to  Casablanca  from 
all  parts  of  the  country  to  hear 
the  Pope's  speech  at  the 
stadium.  The  Pope  was  later  to 
have  talks  with  King  Hussan. 

On  his  wav  to  Casablanca, 
the  Pope  said  that  while  the 
world  "cannot  deny  Israel  the 
right  to  be  a  state",  the  status  of 
Jerusalem,  now  under  Israel 
control*.  should  be  reviewed. 


It  came  when  everyone  had 
expected  it.  the  revenge  which 
Lebanon's  Christians  had 
promised  lor  Saturday's  slaugh¬ 
ter  in  cast  Beirut,  on  a  busy 
Monday  morning  when  only 
civ  ilians  could  he  the  \  ictims. 

Massive  car  bomb  explosions 
in  crowded  Muslim  suburbs  of 
the  capital  yesterday  killed  26 
civilians  and  wounded  84  more 
in  two  fireballs  which  rose  over 
the  city  within  10  minutes  of 
each  other. 

But  they  did  more  than  that. 
They  also  confirmed  Beirut's 
war  by  car  bomb,  a  terrifying 
now  conflict  of  mass  killing 
never  in  10  years  of  fighting 
perpetrated  on  such  a  system¬ 
atic.  almost  routine,  scale. 

The  assumption  in  west 
Beirut  that  the  bombs  were  the 
work  of  Christians  was  as 
immediate  as  the  Christian 
contention  on  Saturday  that 
Muslims  were  responsible  for 
the  explosion  which  killed  55 
people,  mainly  women,  in  an 
cast  Beirut  supermarket 
Evidence  was  there  none,  but 
Beirut's  wars  continue  through 
mutual  distrust. 

The  first  of  yesterday's 
explosions  followed  the  pattern 
of  Saturday's  bombing.  A  man 
casually  parked  his  car  outside 
the  Hamade  restaurant  in  the- 
Karakol  cl-Druze  district,  an 
area  in  which  Druze.  Sunni  and 
Shia  Muslims  live,  told  a 
shopkeeper  that  he  was  merely 
buying  a  sandwich,  and  left 
In  fact  the  restaurant  was 
empty;  pedestrians  and  passing 
motorists  were  to  be  the 
principal  victims.  When  the 
bomb  went  off,  the  explosion 


decapitated  many  of  the  people 
in  the  street  and  turned  every 
car  near  by  into  an  inferno. 

One  man  was  to  describe  how 
he  saw  a  motorist  screaming  for 
help  as  he  bunted  to  death  in 
his  vehicle. 

When  I  reached  the  scene  a 
few  minutes  later,  at  least  a 
dozen  cars  were  burning  out  of 
control  in  Algczair  Street,  while 
several  women,  laces  streaming 
with  blood,  ran  up  the  street  in 
hysterics,  one  of  them  tearing 
her  hair. 

Two  tiny  corpses,  horribly 


carbonized  by  the  heal  of  the 
bomb,  were  being  dragged 
across  the  pavement  by  angry 
militiamen. 

There  were  swarms  of  gun¬ 
men  -  several  hundred  within 
minutes  -  running  on  to  the 
neighbouring  streets,  smashing 
fille  butts  into  the  windscreens 
of  parked  cars  and  shooting 
open  the  bools  to  discover 
whether  any  further  bombs  had 
been  planted.  "A  massacre.  A 
massacre.”  one  woman 
screamed.

Unions  at  BBC 
threaten  action 
on  MI5  vetting 


BBC  unions  yesterday  threat¬ 
ened  industrial  action  backed 
by  further  disclosures  on  secur¬ 
ity  vetting  of  staff  by  MI5.  if 
management  fails  to  satisfy 
their  worries. 

Mr  Alasdair  Mi  Ids.  the 
director  general,  has  agreed  to 
meet  union  officials  this  Friday, 
when  he  will  be  challenged  to 
promise  that  all  vetting  shall  in 
Tuture  be  "open-  and  above 
board”. 

The  BBC  board  of  manage¬ 
ment  issued  a  statement  yester¬ 
day  which  executives  described 
as  their  "final  position”.  It  will 
probably  intensify  staff  and 
union  anxieties. 

The  statement  said  that  “so- 
called  x citing"  was  introduced 
at  the  BBC's  request  in  1937. 
Since  1945.  tlx:  numbers  of  staff 
undergoing  vetting  had  been 
steadily  reduced,  and  were  now 
"relatively  few". 

Security  checks  applied  only 
to  people’ "necessarily  involved 
in  sensitive  areas”,  or  who 
"require  access  to  classified 
information". 

One  executive  interpreted 
that  as  meaning  staff  who 
require  knowledge  of  planning 
for  nuclear  war.  when  the 
corporation  would  take  oxer 
sole  responsibility  for  broad¬ 
casting.  and  those  working  at 
the  corporation's  "listening 
post”  in  Cavcrsham.  Berkshire, 
or  behind  the  iron  Curtain. 

The  number  of  such  posts  is 
kept  under  "continuous  rc- 
xiew”.  the  statement  said,  and 
executives  aimed  to  reduce  it 
further.  It  added:  "Only  the 
BBC  decides  who  to  appoint  to 
any  post  within  the  corporation, 
or  whether  to  invoke  the  vetting 
procedure.  No  external  agency 
has  a  right  to  xcto  the 
appointment  or  promotion  of 
any  member  of  staff." 

The  corporation  nonetheless 
refused  u>  disclose  how  many 
posts  were  considered  sensitive, 
or  to  deny  allegations  in  The 
Ol'smcr  that  an  MI5  officer  is 
attached  to  the  BBC  personnel 
department,  it  also  refused  any 
comment  on  instances  cited  by 
the  newspaper  of  applicants  for 
posts  being  rejected  after 
cminemis  or  misleading  vetting.

Monoliths  find  a  Cornish  home 


At  The  side  of  his  bungalow 
near  Padstow,  north  Cornwall. 
a  former  quarryman,  Mr  Ed 
Prynn,  has  constructed  his  own 
miniature  Stonehenge. 

Yesterday  two  one  ton  lamps 
of  quartzite,  shipped  from  the 

Falkland*.  were  lowered  into 

place  in  his  garden  by  crane. 
The  stones  were  extracted 
during  work  on  Mount  Plea¬ 
sant  airport. 

Mr  Prynn  wrote  to  the  Royal 
Navy  two  years  ago  asking  for 
a  standing  stone  to  be  erected 
in  tribute  to  those  who  fought 
in  the  Falklands  conflict.  “T 
thought  if  we  brought  a  piece  of 
Falklands  stone  home  we  would 
have  captured  a  piece  of  our 
country '.s  history  for  gener¬ 
ations  to  come",  he  said. 


His  request  was  passed  on  to 
Sir  Re\  Hunt,  the  islands' 
gotcoor.  He  asked  the  consor¬ 
tium  constructing  the  airport  to 
quarry  the  stones  and  to  ship 
them  to  Britain. 

What  future  generations  of 
archaeologists  will  make  of  the 
stone  circle,  with  its  two  tumps 
of  quartzite  from  the  South 
Atlantic,  is  hard  to  imagine. 

But  over  the  past  five  years 
visitors  from  all  over  the  world 
have  gone  to  see  the  40ft  circle 
of  ( seven  granite  monoliths, 
which  are  named  after  the 
woman  in  Mr  Prynn’s  life.  The 
more  superstitious  go  only  to 
fed  the  Logan  stone,  which  will 
rock  at  the  touch  of  a  finger. 
Some  go  clutching  premium

Edinburgh

British  prisoners  who  spent 
almost  three  years  behind  foe 
wire  of  Mnk  Deo,  from 
November  1942  to  September 
1945.

day  at  his  home  in  Bryncir, 
north  Wales.

Dutch  urged 
to  legalize 
euthanasia 

The  Hague  (Reuter)  -  A 
Government  commission  has 
recommended  that  Dutch  law 
be  amended  to  allow  euthanasia 
when  patients  in  acute  distress 
make  a  reasoned  request  to 
doctors  to  be  helped  to  die. 

A  Health  Ministry  spokes¬ 
man  said  a  report  by  the 
commission  of  15  lawyers, 
doctors  and  academics  would 
urge  amending  the  penal  code 
to  allow  euthanasia  in  certain 
cases  and  subject  to  guidelines. 

The  Dutch  Supreme  Court 
ruled  in  1984  that  medical 
ethics  must  be  considered  along 
with  legal  statutes  in  4ny 
euthanasia  prosecutions  in  The 
Netherlands.

Struggle  for  ABCs  son! 


Australian  TV  under  siege

The  harsh  criticism  of  the 
Australian  Broadcasting  Cor¬ 
poration  by  13  prominent 
Australians  last  week  was  the 
culmination  of  months  of 
struggle  between  traditional 
and  progressive  forces  for  the 
soul  of  Australia's  public 
broadcasting  body. 

When  the  ABC  changed 
from  a  commission  to  a 
corporation  more  -  than  18 
months  ago,  at  the  same  time 
adopting  more  businesslike 
methods,  it  offended  many  of 
its  older,  more  traditional 
followers. 

Much  of  the  criticism  has 
centred  on  the  television  news 
programme  The  National,  laun¬ 
ched  earlier  this  year.  It  was  an 
attempt  to  present  a  blend  of 
news  and  current  affairs  along 
the  lines  of  the  services  offered 
by  the  commercial  channels 
and  very  much  like  the 
American  Today  short. 

The  National  used  ABC 
promotion  segments  to  break 
up  the  hour,  rather  like 


advertisements  on  commercial 
channels.  Ibis  offended  many 
faithful  viewers,  who  saw  it  as 
the  thin  edge  of  the  wedge, 
especially  when  the  Govern¬ 
ment  asked  the  ABC  to  look  at 
the  possibility  of  corporate 
sponsorship  for  some  pro¬ 
grammes  to  help  offset  coots. 
There  is  no  licence  system  in 
Australia;  the  ABC  is  funded 
out  of  general  revenue. 

The  format  of  The  National 
has  been  changed  in  response 
to  the  criticism.  It  now  has  a 
dearly  identified  half-hoar 
news  at  the  begmning,  pro¬ 
duced  in  each  state  capital, 
followed  by  a  half-hour  of 
national  affairs. 

With  its  change  of  status  18 
months  ago-tbe  ABC  got  anew 
structure,  with  a  managing 
director,  Mr  Geoffrey  White- 
bead,  and  a  more  cost-con¬ 
scious  senior  management. 
This  led  to  the  announcement 
in  Jane  that  the  corporation 
would  hare  to  shed  600  jobs 
within  a  year.  Again  this  was 


seen  by  many  people  as  the 
demise  of  the  old-style  ABC, 
which  based  itself  on  the  BBC 
even  to  the  extent  that  it  is 
affectionately  known  as  “Aun¬ 
ty”. 

What  Is  happening  to  the 
ABC  is  what  has  already 
happened  to  the  BBC.  It 
adopted  a  more  youthful  image 
aad  tried  to  take  mi  the 
commercial  television  and  radio 
stations  at  their  own  game.  It  is 
this  desire  for  better  ratings 
that  has  probably  most  alien¬ 
ated  faithful  ABC  listeners 

The  situation  has  been 
confused  by  Mr  Ken  Myer,  the 
corporation's  chairman,  who  a 
year  ago  said  it  had  no 
intention  of  chasing  the  ratings. 
This  was  contradicted  by  the 
introduction  of  The  National, 
which  was  dearly  designed  to. 
woo  viewers  away  ftran  the 
commercial  pfcamwk 

The  ABC  stiD  occupies  a 
special  place  in  Australia,  and 
Hke  the  BBC  it  feds  itself 
under  siege.

Voice  recorder  reveals  cockpit  drama 


Pilot  used  special  techniques  in 
battle  to  save  doomed  jumbo 


Tokyo  (AP)  -  Captain  Masami 
Taka  ha  ma  was  an  expert  in  the 
arcane  technique  of  flying  the 
Boeing  747  by  using  only 
increases  or  reductions  in 
throttle  power.  He  had  been  a 
747  flight  instructor  for  three 
years. 

But  not  even  all  his  expertise 
and  experience  could  save  the 
wildlyrbuckiiig  Japan  Air  Lines 
flight  123  from  ploughing  into 
a  mountain-top  as  pieces  of  the 
tail  section  tore  away  with 
hydraulic  controls  gone.  Only 
four  female  passengers  among 
the  524  aboard  survived  as  tile 
crowded  airliner  crashed  about 
70  miles  north-west  of  Tokyo 
on  August  12. 

While  the  cause,  and  much 
that  occurred  during  the  final 
minutes  has  yet  to  be  deter¬ 
mined,  fragments  of  conver¬ 
sation  from  the 'plane's  voice' 
recorder  show  that  Captain 
Takahama  declared  an  emerg¬ 


ency,  a  crew  member  said: 
“Hydraulic  (systems)  are  all 
out,” 

Captain  Takahama.  aged  49. 
married  and  with  two  AiMwn. 
was  an  experienced  pilot 
haring  logged  121,404  flight 
hours  including  4*588  in  747s.

14.  The  British  Crafts  Centre  is 
an  independent  body  made  up 
of  the  craftsmen  themselves  and 
subsidized  by  the  Crafts  Coun¬ 
cil.  and  the  present  is  a  good 
example  of  the  kind  of  smaller, 
one-artist  or  one-medium  show 
usually  offered  here.  What  is 
astonishing,  given  that  the  wall- 
hangings  are  nominally  one

SalJv  Grcaves-Lord.  for 
example,  winner  of  the  top 
Batsford  prize,  is  another 
worker  in  textile  whose  hanging 
looks  in  every  other  respect  like 
the  subtlest  of  minimal  paint¬ 
ing.  defining  its  structure  almost 
entirely  by  slight  changes  of 
texture  in  the  predominant 
black,  and  in  fact  produced  by  a 
combination  of  screen-printing 
and  hand-painting  on  crepe 
satin  silk.  Janet  Bolton,  at  the 
other  end  of  the  spectrum, 
makes  little  peasant-style  pic¬ 
tures  in  applique.  Helyne 
Jennings  and  Katherine  Vitgils 
both  give  their  work  a  metallic 
effect  by  the  application  of 
surface  pigments.  Susie  Free¬ 
man  makes  dimensional  hang¬ 
ings  of  little  glittery  objects 
caught  in  net.  Lesley  Millar,  the 
second  prize  winner,  specializes 
in  strongly  coloured  fiat-weave 
tapestry'  -  very  much  what  the 
non-specialist  might  expect 
from  a  show  of  hung  textiles  - 
in  bold  abstract  patterns.  The 
whole  show,  indeed,  bears 
impressive  witness  to  the 
creative  explosion  which  has 
happened  in  craft  in  general, 
and  this  craft  in  particular, 
during  the  last  few  years.

There  can 
be  few  who  were  young  during 
the  long  ascendency  of 
wallpaper  as  the  normal  wall¬ 
covering  who  have  never  lived 
with  a  Sanderson  paper, 
whether  delicately  Aesthetic, 
jazzily  Deco  or  spindly  Festival- 
of-Brilain.

A  piece  of  English  string  music, 
a  romantic  concerto,  and  a 
Beethoven  symphony  -  not.  on 
the  face  of  it.  an  unduly 
remarkable  concert.  But  one  of 
the  problems  with  “adventur¬ 
ous''  programmes  is  that  the 
strength  of  the  music  itself  can 
vary  wildlv.  All  three  works 
included  in  this  Prom  are 
masterpieces  in  their  different 
ways,  and  added  up  lo  an 
evening  of  great  musical  rich¬ 
ness. 

Tippett's  Fantasia  Concer- 
tante  on  a  Theme  of  Corelli 
(perhaps  his  most  pefectly 
realized  score?)  was  not  entirely 
convincingly  played  on  this 
occasion:  the  paragraphs  flowed 
along  nicely,  but  the  contrapun¬ 
tal  bone-structure  needed  shar¬ 
per  delineation  and  crisper 
rhylhms.  and  Bernhard  Klee’s 
tempo  for  the  central  fugue 
barely  allowed  his  players  time 
to  cope  with  the  intricate  part- 
writing.  Bul  he  was  excellently 
attentive  to  the  music's  difficult 
problems  of  balance. 

The  solo  part  of  Schumann's 
Piano  Concerto  can  hardly  be 
said  to  play  itself,  but.  if  you 
happen  to  be  as  musical  an 
artist  as  Imogen  Cooper,  it 
almost  sounds  as  if  it  does.  Her 
approach  to  Ihe  first  two 
movements  had  a  lovely  lim¬ 
pidity.  but  never  excessively  so; 
ihe  piano  lines  were  quite 
firmly  sculpted  when  necessary, 
and  the  finale's  main  theme  was 
articulated  with  an  athletic 
clarity.  The  orchestra's  contri¬ 
bution  was  alert  and  cleanly 
played,  the  many  poetic  wood¬ 
wind  solos  having  the  required 
degree  of  involvement.  A 
marvellous  performance. 

Klee's  reading  of  Beethoven's 
Seventh  Symphony  was  not  of 
the  high-octane  variety:  the 
startling  contrasts  and  relentless 
energy  were  allowed  to  speak 
for  themselves  rather  than 
rammed  crudely  home.  The 
result  had  great  spaciousness, 
underlining  the  intriguing  struc¬ 
tural  parallels  between  this 
work  and  Schubert's  Great  C 
major  Symphony.

The  Dalai  Lama,  “Ocean  of  Wisdom”,  God-King 
to  six  million  Tibetan  Bnddhists*  has  since  1959 
headed  Tibet's  government-in-exile  at  Dharam- 
sala  in  India,  a  community  of  100,000  exiles  less 
than  200  miles  from  the  mountainous  India-Tibet 
border.  The  Simla  Convention  of  1914,  which 
drew  the  much  disputed  McMahon  Line  defining 
the  border,  was  agreed  between  Tibet,  China  and 
Britain  and  forms  the  modern  basis  for  Tibefs  ancient  claim  for 
independence.  But  now,  as  an  “autonomous”  part  of  the  People's 
Republic  of  China,  Tibetans  find  their  independence  ambitions 
thwarted.  In  this  exclusive  interview  for  The  Times ,  the  Dalai  Tama, 
who  recently  refused  an  invitation  to  visit  China  because  it  expressly 
excluded  Tibet,  tells  Amar  Jasbir  Singh  of  his  relationship  with  Delhi 
and  Peking  and  of  his  hopes  for  an  eventoal  return  to  Tibet. 


You  have  nude  your  home  in  India  for 
the  past  26  years,  yet  India,  like 
Britain,  has  chosen  not  to  define  her 
treaty  obligations  to  Tibet.  What  do 
yon  think  of  this? 

i  Teel  that  when  the  problem 
started.  India  was  a  young  indepen¬ 
dent  nation.  This  in  itself  was  a  major 
handicap  and.  if  I  may  say  so,  there 
was  some  kind  of  illusion  also 
involved.  As  a  result  when  it  came  to 
the  Tibetan  problem  the  emphasis  lay 
on  short-term  benefits,  and  they 
neglected  to  pay  attention  to  the  long¬ 
term  ones.  In  any  case,  I  do  believe 
that  within  India's  own  limitations, 
whatever  they  can  do  they  will  do.  It 
is  not  only  a  question  of  recent 
treaties,  but  Indian  and  Tibetan 
relations  arc  something  unique  and 
deep.  Actually  Tibetan  culture  and 
Tibetan  d harms  (religion)  -  that's 
India's  heritage  to  us. 

When  Tibet  was  overran  and  yon  were 
forced  to  come  to  India,  Mr  Nehrn  did 
not  openly  say  that  Tibet  was 
independent  of  China.  Do  you  think, 
oa  looking  back,  that  in  1959  he  ooght 
to  have  been  stronger  in  speech,  if 
nothing  else? 

Yes.  I  agree.  But !  think  later  he  felt 
very  strongly  regarding  Tibet,  and 
expressed  what  he  really  felt  deep 
down. 

In  view  of  India's  treaty  relations  with 
Tibet,  what  is  the  reason  for  India  not 
coming  cut  cpcnl)  in  defence  of  an 
independent  Tibet? 

Of  course  there  are  many  difficult¬ 
ies  as  things  have  become  very 
involved.  But  in  the  early  1960s,  on 
one  occasion.  I  expressed  the  view 
that  Tibet  did  have  direct  contact 
with  foreign  countries  and  made 
treaties.  For  instance,  at  the  Simla 
Convention  of  1914.  Tibet  was  an 
equal  partner  in  the  discussions  and 
the  treaty-making.  So  now.  though  I 
cannot  find  the  proper  words  through 
my  poor  English,  you  see  the 
■emphasis  is  on  the  treaty,  but  not 
.much  thinking  about  the  country 
which  signed  the  treaty.  That  is  some 
'kind  of  contradiction.  At  that  time,  of 
course,  Tibet  was  regarded  as  an 
independent  country.  Today  things 
have  changed.  But  if  you  ask  me.  the 
basic  Tibetan  nation  still  remains 
independent.  Tibet  is  always  there. 
Deng  Xiaoping  is  reputed  to  have 
three  wishes  before  he  departs  die 


stage  -  settlement  of  the  Hong 
Issue,  reunification  of  Taiwan,  ant 
your  return  to  China  and  the 
settlement  of  the  Tibetan  issue.  Why 
does  be  want  you  to  return  to  China 
rather  than  to  Tibet? 

At  the  beginning,  I  feel,  they 
thought  they  ought  not  to  insist  on  the 
Dalai  Lama'  remaining  in  Peking  or  in 
China  proper.  At  that  time,  the 
Chinese  felt  that  Tibetan  refugees, 
and  the  Tibetan  situation  outside 
Tibet  were  rather  difficult,  whereas 
the  people  in  Tibet  had  undergone  20 
years  of  their  indoctrination  and 
would  therefore  show  a  negative 
attitude  towards  the  Dalai  Lama. 
Under  those  circumstances  they  only 
saw  the  return  of  the  Dalai  Lama  as  a 
benefit  Then  things  became  dearer, 
and  now  they  think  that  if  the  Dalai 
Lama  returns  and  remains  in  Tibet  it 
may  create  problems  for  them.  So 
■  better  keep  him  in  China  proper. 
When,  in  December  1984,  they  invited 
you  to  go  to  China,  they  must  bare 
known  that  you  would  not  accept  such 
an  amtatios.  So  why  did  they  do  it? 

The  Chinese  Government  believe 
lhat.if  they  smile,  the  Dalai  Lama  will 
immediately  return.  It  is  that  kind  of 
impression.  I  think. 

In  yonr  refusal  to  go  to  Peking  you 
said  the  issue  was  not  that  of  the 
Dalai  Lama  but  the  happiness  of  the 
Tibetan  people.  Since  the  status  of  the 
Dalai  Tjim  is  basic  to  Tibet,  why  did 
yon  say  this? 

Basically,  the  Dalai  Lama  is  an 
individual,  and  even  the  institution  of 
the  Dalai  Lama  came  into  being  at  a 
certain  stage  of  Tibet's  history.  In  the 
future  it  may  disappear,  but  the 
Tibetan  nation  will  always  remain.  Of 
course,  at  the  moment  the  Dalai 
Lama  is  almost  like  a  symbol  of  Tibet, 
and  among  the  people  I  remain,  if  I 
may  say  so.  still  most  popular. 
Theoretically,  there  is  the  Tibetan 
nation  as  a  nation,  and  the  institution 
of  the  Dalai  Lama  as  something 
different.  So  you  see.  here  I  specially 
emphasize  that  the  problem  is  not  my 
own  status  or  my  own  future.  I  do  not 
worry  about  my  future,  but  the  basic 
problem  of  six  million  human  souls  in 
Tibet.  That’s  the  point. 

If  the  Chinese  improved  conditions  in 
Tibet,  and  showed  that  the  Tibetan 
people  quite  deed  being  part  of  China, 
and  it  was  only  the  Dalai  Lama  who

was  not  prepared  to  acknowledge 
China’s  right  to  be  in  Tibet,  what 
would  you  say  to  that?^ 

In  fact.  I  listen  to  many  messages  in 
a  written  or  verbal  form.  Some  of  the 
older  people  in  Tibet  express  the  wish' 
to  see  me  before  they  die.  But  on  the 
other  hand,  the  young  and  thoughtful 
people  (who  may  also  have  the  same 
wish)  advise  that,  under  the  present 
circumstances,  i  should  not  return. 
They  do  not  want  the  Dalai  Lama  to 
be  handcuffed  and  unable  to  speak  in 
freedom  on  their  behalf. 

China's  acquisition  of  Sikorsky 
Blackhawk  military  helicopters  from 
the  United  States  for  Tibet,  the 
continuance  of  the  250.000-strong 
Chinese  garrison,  and  now  sties  of 
military  hardware  from  Britain  mean 
that  the  Chinese  are  strengthening 
their  presence  in  Tibet  Whom  do  yon 
think  they  fear? 

Of  course,  the  Chinese  are  always 
-suspicious  and  distrustful  of  Tibetans. 
Wherever  there  is  a  Tibetan  village; 
there  is  a  larger  contingent  of  Chinese 
military' personneL  My  information  is 
that  though  they  are-  trying  to  show 


tiie  world7  that  Tibetans  are  happy, 
during  -the  26th  anniversary.. '  cel¬ 
ebrations.  yet  they  are  taking- every 
precautionary  measure  to  restrict  the 
movement  of  Tibetans.  There  is  an " 
obvious  -concentration  of  both  mili¬ 
tary  and  secret  service  personnel  in 
and  around  Lhasa.  There  are  also 
large  numbers  of  Chinese  soldiers  and 
civilians  inducted  into  Tibet,  in  the 
name  of  construction  workers  for  the 
26th  anniversary,  of  the  so-called 
Autonomous  Region  of  Tibet  cel¬ 
ebrations  in  September  this  year.  Our 
information  i$  that  about  80,000  to 
90.000  Chinese  technicians  .  and 
labourers  have  been  brought  into 
central  Tibet. 

So  far,  each  delegation  which  yon 
have  sent  to  China  has  met  with 
deadlock.

You  bare  mentioned  in  some  recent. 
statements  that  conditions  in  Tibet  are 
somewhat.  improved.  Does  this  mean 
that  ,  the  toternal  situation  causes  yon : 
no  specific  anxieties  at  present? 

No.- 1  am  not  very  satisfied.  As  you 
know,  it-  is  now  more  than  30  years 
since  Communist  China  forcefully 
'  occupied -TibeL  During  thisjperiod  the 
religion  arid,  culture  of  Tibet  have 
been  destroyed  and  the  people  have 
;  undergone  -tremendous  economic 
deprivation.  The  greatest  loss,  how¬ 
ever,  has 'been  their  freedom:  Accord- 
,  ing  to  information  that  we  have 
gathered  to  far.  1.2  million  Tibetans 
have  died  as  a  direct  result  of  the 
brutal  occupation  by  the  Chinese. 
Now.  however,  there  is  an  even 
greater  danger  of  the  Tibetans  bring 
completely  assimilated  into  the  vast 
sea  of  the '  Chinese  population.  For 
instance,  at  the  beginning  of  this 
century,  the  Manchus  were  a  people 
of  a  distinct  race  with  their  Own 
culture  and  traditions.  Today  in 
Manchuria  there  are  only  two  to  three 
million  Manchus  among  75  million 
Chinese.  In  pastern  Turkestan,  called 
Sinkiang  by  the  Chinese,  the  Chinese 
population  in  1949  was  200,000  and 
today  there  are  abbot  7  million  of 
them  ip  .a  total  population  of  l3 
million.^ Another  exaifgple:  there  are 
&5  minion  Chinese  in  Tnner  Mongo- 
loiand  only  2.5  million  Mongols. 

*  Now  th  the  Kokonor  area  of  north¬ 
eastern: -Tibet  -  where  I  was 'born  - 
accordiritg'  to  a  recent  CJfnese 
newspaper  report  there  are  700,000 
Tibetans  ' and  2_5  million  Chinese. 
The  Chinese  are  widdy  publicizing 
the  special  care'  and  attention  they 
give  to  the  so-called  “Tibet  Auton¬ 
omous  Region",  which  comprises  the 
western  and  central  parts  of  Tibet,  yet 
they  are.-  sending  large  numbers  of 
young  Chinese  into  the  eastern  and 
north-eastern  part  of  Tibet 
ft  is  impossible  to  estimate 
accurately  the  immense  material  loss 
that  the  Tibetans  have  suffered  under 
Chinese  colonization.  Yet  the  Chinese 
have  the  audacity  -to  publicize  widely 
that  12.  billion  yuans  have  been  spent 
on  developing . Tibet  over  the  last, 
three  decades.  This  amount  is  actually 
their  expenses  in  maintaining  some 
300,000  military  and-  1,7  million, 
civilian  personnel  in  the  region.  It  is- 
only1  a  fraction  compared  to  the  cost

The  furore  over  top  people’s  pay 
has  diverted  attention  from  ihe 
immensely  more  important  need  to 
attract  talented  outsiders  into 
government  service  if  the  slate  is  to 
be  well  managed.  The  attempts  so 
far  have  been  feeble  and  expensive. 
The  alibis  for  inertia  are  femiliar 
enough:  *pay  differentials  between 
private  sector  and  public  service; 
difficulties  over  pension  contri¬ 
butions;  companies  willing  lo  release 
only  their  mediocrities:  the  prob¬ 
lem’s  of  adapting  to  the  Whitehall 
culture. 

But  this  has  not  alway  been  so. 
Recent  history  provides  an  example 
of  a  most  successful  transfusion  of 
new  blood.  Are  there  lessons  here? 

In  one  of  the  many  unworked 
scams  at  the  Public  Record  Office  at 
Kew  are  papers  describing  how  in 
the  1930s  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
compiled  an  “Intellectuals’  List”  of 
talented  outsiders  who  would  need 
to  be  rccniiled  from  the  universities, 
industry,  the  City  and  the  pro¬ 
fessions  to  run  the  Home  Front  in 
the  event  of  war.  When  war  came, 
80.000  had  been  found  and  cata¬ 
logued.  their  names  stored  on  filing 
cards  in  a  converted  shop,  569 
Chiswick  High  Road  in  West 
London.  It  became  the  scene  of 
Whitehall's  most  successful  person¬ 
nel  operation  ever. 

The  story  began  on  March  18. 
193d,  1 1  days  after  Hitler  reoccupied 
foe  Rhineland.  Sir  Maurice  Hankey, 
Secretary  of  the  Cabinet,  wrote  to  Sir 
Warren  Fisher.  Head  of  the  Civil 
Service,  and  suggested  the  lessons  of 
1914-18  be  applied  in  case  of 
another  conflict. 

A  list  of  new  wartime  depart¬ 
ments  was  prepared  and  thought 


given  to  who  should  staff  them.  A 
subcommittee  pondered  how  to 
prevent  a  repetition  of  the  experi¬ 
ence  of  the  Great  War  in  which  a 
substantial  proportion  of  the  coun¬ 
try's  brightest  scientists  perished  on 
the  western  front.  Then  the  vice- 
chancellors.  in  strict  secrecy,  were 
drawn  into  the  planning.

"In  the  context  of  our  inquiry  wc 
have  taken  ‘security’  to  mean  the 
safeguarding  of  such  information 
in  the  possession  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  as  would  by  its  unautho¬ 
rized  disclosure  cause  injury  to 
the  interests  of  the  country.” 
Precisely.  The  purpose  of  the 
purge  and  positive  vetting  pro¬ 
cedures.  of  the  intelligence  files 
on  persons,  of  the  security 
services's  (MI5*s)  finger  in  every 
Whitehall  department's  sccunly 
precautions,  is  to  prevent  access 
being  gained  to  secrets  of  value 
to  an  enemy  by  persons  whose 
loyalty  to  the  slate  is  suspect  or 
whose  character  makes  them 
susceptible  to  blackmail  by  the 
agent  of  a  foreign  power.  The 


plans  for  the  maintenance  of

It  is  to  preserve  the  BBC  from 
penetration  by  subversives  or 
extremists  who  might  under¬ 
mine  its  objectives  from  within 
or  manipulate  its  services  with 
ulterior  motive.-  That  is  a  very 
sensible  precaution  which  any 
organization  engaged  in  the 
dissemination  of  news  and 
opinion  is  bound  lo  lake.  But  by 
turning  to  MI5  the  BBC  has 
turned  the  wrong  way.  Neither  is. 
it  the  business  of  M15  to  get 
drawn  into  .that  .game.  Nor.  to 
judge  from  The  Observers 
examples,  is  it  much  good  at  it 
either. 

Journalists  at  any  level  who 
arc  committed  to  values  that 
contradict  those  of  the  organiza¬ 
tion  they  work  for.  or  use  it  as 
cover  for  the  propagation  of 
inimical  interests,  betray  them¬ 
selves  not  in  their  affiliations  or 
the  company  they  keep,  but  in 
what  they  produce.

FEAR  OF  FLOATING? 


Lord  King,  who  has  played  such 
an  important  role  in  the  trans¬ 
formation  of  British  Airways  as 
its  chairman, -  once  hoped  that 
the  state  airline  would  have  been 
privatized  more  than  a  year  ago.

The  delay  was  brought  first  by 
investigations  and  reforms  of  the 
structure  of  British  airline  com¬ 
petition.  Then  the  flotation  was 
held  up  by  the  entirely  proper 
attempts  of  the  liquidator  of 
Laker  Airways  to.mect  as  many 
as  possible  of  the  claims  of 
creditors  by  using  ihe  .  sym¬ 
pathies  of  American  courts  to 
sue  British  Airways  and  other 
transatlantic  operators  for  their 
role  in  the  demise  of  Laker 
Airways  by  what  he  claimed  was 
unfaircompetition.

Illusory  need  for 
railway  guards

Sir.  The  "protection’'  traditionally 
offered  to  passengers  by  a  guard  is 
an  illusion.  Only  in  recent  years  has 
British  Rail  slopped  budding  com¬ 
muter  trains  in  which  ihe  guard  is 
scaled  into  a  separate  compartment 
with  no  means  of  reaching  passen¬ 
gers  in  trouble.  These  trains  will  be 
in  service  for  decades  io  come,  but 
one  hears  liiilc  complaint  from 
passengers  or  guards  on  that  score. 

To  my  certain  knowledge,  surbur- 
ban  trains  crewed  only  by  the  driver 
arc  operated  safely  in  France. 
Germany.  Switzerland.  Sweden,  and 
the  Republic  of  Ireland.  London 
Regional  Transport  is  switching  the 
whole  of  ihe  District  Line  lo  driver- 
only  operation  this  autumn  -  with 
the  agreement  of  the  National 
Union  of  Rail  way  men  -  having 
successfully  demonstrated  the  prin¬ 
ciple  on  the  Circle  Line. 

As  urban  railway  operators 
around  ihe  world  have  discovered, 
ihe  twin  objectives  of  security  and 
revenue  protection  are  besi  served 
by  sialT  who  are  free  lo  patrol  trains 
and  stations  at  random,  backed  up 
by  good  radio  communrcaiions  to 
deal  with  crises.  Whai  British  Rail  is 
seeking  tn  London  and  Glasgow  is 
ilic  right  to  deploy  staff  when  and 
where  they  arc  needed.  Rigid 
insistence  on  one  guard  per  train 
simply  wastes  money. 

Alderman  Waugh',  of  Strathclyde 
Regional  Council,  stated  on  August 
14  that  six  of  Glasgow’s  commuter 
lines  will  close  if  dnvcr-only 
opera  lion  is  not  introduced  by 
October  3!.  He  means  it  he  is  right: 
and  he  holds  ihe  purse-strings.  Will 
this  help  passengers  or  railwaymcn?

They 
stale  that  "black  disabled  people  in 
South  Africa. . .  arc  not  allowed  lo  ■ 
receive  health  care  comparable  10 
that  of  whites". 

The  paraplegic  unit  of  Conradie 
Hospital  in  Cape  Town.  ■  with  a 
record  scoond-to-none  in  the  world, 
admits  and  treats  patients  of  all 
races  on  an  equal  basis.  It  is  a 
dreadful,  slur  on  ihe  medical  staff 
there  to  suggest  that  they  have  gov 
two  standards  of  treatment. 

Furthermore,  black  paraplegics 
arc  transferred  by  ambulance  and  air 
to  the  Conradie  Hospital  from  all 
over  Cape  Province  entirely  at 
Government  expense,  being  resusci¬ 
tated  en  route  by  dedicated  white 
staff  in  no  different  manner  from 
any  other  rare. 

I  have  no  reason  to  suppose  that 
conditions  are  otherwise  in  the  rest 
■of  the  Republic.  There  3 re  thou¬ 
sands  ofhonest  people  of  all  races  in 
South  Africa  working  quietly  for 
racial  harmony.  To  them  the  idea 
that  banning  a  few  paraplegics  from 
Stoke  Mandeville  is  in  any  way 
likely  lo  hasten  the  end  of  apartheid 
must  seem  quite  ludicrous.

The  changes  introduced  by  the 
DHSS  at  the  end  of  April  bore  three 
unusual  features. 

First,  the  power  of  the  indepen¬ 
dent  appeal  tribunals  was  severely 
restricted;  second,  the  Secretary  of 
Siate  was  empowered  to  change  the 
law  withoui  reference  to  Parliament; 
finally,  he  was  expressly  forbidden 
from  considering  the  merits  of 
individual  cases. 

By  this  machinery,  the  lives  of 
over  50,000  citizens  were  to  be 
radically  affected.  Most  Conserva¬ 
tives  would  -  be  grateful  that  the 
common  law  protects  us  from  such 
executive  power.  One  lest  of  the 
proposals  which  the  Government 
will  present  to  Parliament  m 
October  will  be  the  extent  to  which 
they  operate  Airly  within  the  rule  of 
law.

None  oT  the  Riverside  Health 
Authority's  clinics  have  the  prem¬ 
ises.  s  La  IT  or  laboratory  back-up  to 
cope  adequately  with  ihe  task  of 
screening^  contact-tracing  and  coun¬ 
selling  those  most  at  risk  of  infection 
as  well  as  coping  with  the  busy  day- 
to-day  routine  work  of  a  modern 
clinic  dealing  with  sexually  trans¬ 
mitted  diseases.  The  need  for  action 
is  now  or  the  battle  for  control  in 
London  will  have  been  irretrievably 
lost. 

Is  it  not  high  lime  that  the 
Government  declared  gen ito-uri nary 
medicine  a  priority  specialty  in  areas 
of  endemic  HTLV3  infection?

Ignorance  about  important 
characteristics  of  Aids  certainly 
gives  rise  to  panic  and  alarm,  as 
your  leader  (Aid  for  Aids”.  August 
16)  rightly  points  oul  But  the  panic 
is  aggravated  by  the  puzzling 
reluctance  of  research  agencies  to 
fund  studies  on  the  social  and  sexual 
lifestyle  of  high  risk  groups. 

At  present  most  or  the  guidelines 
for  change  in  sexual  behaviour  arc 
based  upon  data  from  US  studies 
made  in  an  age  long  predating  the 
advent  of  Aids. 

The  misleading  nature  of  such 
extrapolation  is  especially  obvious 
in  the  assumption,  repealed  in  your 
leader,  that  male  homosexual 
promiscuity  is  the  key  factor  in  the 
spread  of  Aids.  BuL  like  the 
suspicion  cast  some  years  back  on 
amyl  nitrite  used  as  a  recreational 
drug,  ii  may  turn  out  U)  be 
irrelevant  Or  it  may  simply  be  a 
surrogate  for  length  of  exposure  lo 


based  upon  presumptive  inference. 

The  truth  is  that  we  simply  do  nol 
know1  about  the  relevance  and 
importance  of  a  host  of  social  and 
sexual  factors  associated  with 
contracting  and  developing  the 
syndrome.  Without  this  information 
it  will  be  impossible  rightly  to 
evaluate  the  effects  of  change  in 
behaviour  and  give  an  empirical 
basis  for  ihe  counselling  that  will  be 
needed.

Front  Dr  Surinder  S  Bakhihi.  JP 
Sir.  Dr  C'.  G.  Geary  (August  14) 
finds  predictions  on  an  imminent 
Aids  pandemic  alarming;  yet  Dr 
Ward  Cates,  of  ihe  US  Center  for 
Disease  Control,  has  said  recently 
that  anyone  can  sec  the  potential 
from  this  disease  being  much  more 
than  anything  mankind  has  seen 
before  and  fears  are  growing  in  ihe 
United  States  that  the  Aids  endemic 
may  spread  beyond  homosexuals 
and  other  high  risk  groups  io 
threaten  the  population  at  large.  The 
disease  has  become  the  number  one 
public  health  concern  in  the  United 
States. 

The  expected  doubting  of  num¬ 
bers  of  victims  in  the  United 
Kingdom  this  year  makes  it 
imperative  that  the  disease  entity  is 
made  notifiable-.  Notification  will 
allow  the  combined  resources  of  the 
local  authorities  and  ihe  National 
Health  Service  to  combat  the  disease 
and  provide  advice,  information 
and  assurance  to  the  public  through 
already  existing  mechanisms. 

Measles  is  a  notifiable  disease  and 
so  is  tuberculosis.  Social  stigma 
attaches  to  the  nature  of  the  disease 
rather  than  its  being  made  noti¬ 
fiable. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  find 
instances  in  more  than  single  figures 
oflcgai  action  against  individuals  in 
relation  to  notifiable  diseases  in  ihe 
past  few  decades  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  Notification  simply  acti¬ 
vates  a  network  of  resources 
established  and  nurtured  for  more 
than  a  century.  On  the  other  hand,  a 
parallel  system  to  control  Aids 
without  it  being  made  notifiable 
would  be  both  expensive  and 
wasteful.

Tlie  Uganda  coup 

From  Mr  Alan  Forward 
Sir.  In  his  article.  "The  Uganda 
.coup:  seeds  of  conflict”  (July  29) 
Charles  Harrison  does  less  than 
justice  to  our  record  as  the 
protecting  power  by  writing  that 
“the  country  was  developed  under 

British  rule . on  tribal  lines". 

•  The  early  explorers,  missionaries 
and  administrators  found  ut 
Buganda  an  ancient  and  well 
organised  kingdom  with  a  hierarchi¬ 
cal  system  of  chiefs,  and  later 
discovered  three  more  kingdoms 
and  sonic  15  other  tribes,  more 
loosely  organised  but  having  their 
own  language  and  traditions. 

In  making  an  agreement  with 
Kabaka- Mwonga  on  behaif  of  the 
Imperial  British  East  Africa  Com¬ 
pany  in  1980..  Lugard  was  not  to 
know  that  this,  and  consequent 
agreements  which  awarded  a  degree 
of  self-government  to  Buganda. 
would  hinder  the  development  of 
Uganda  as  an  independent  unitary 
state  in  the  1 940s  and  1950s. 

Our  attempts  io  form  a  unitary 
state  based  on  democratic  principles 
and  the  growth  of  political  parties, 
which  it  was  hoped  would  transcend 
tribal  rivalries,  were  driven  by  our 
belief  in  these  principles  and  the 


demand  by  Ugandans  for  nothing 
less  than  an  independent  govern¬ 
ment  on  the  Westminster  model. 

This  was  achieved  on  a  partly 
federal  basis  only  72  years  after 
Lugard  set  up  his  camp  on  a  knoll 
known  as  Kampala. 

Clearly  there  was  insufficient 
lime:  the  other  real  seeds  of 
Uganda's  appalling  tragedy  were 
Ohoic's  decision  to  increase  the  size 
of  the  army,  and  his  use  of  troops  in 
1966  io  overthrow  ihe  Kabaka. 
whom  he  had  made  President  after 
the  departure  of  the  Governor- 
General  in  1963. 

This  unconstitutional  action  gave 
Amin  the  experience  in  staging  a 
coup  which  he  turned  to  his  own 
advantage  whilst  Obote  was  in 
Singapore  in  1971. 

In  your  leading  article.  “No 
respite  for  Uganda”  (July  29)  you 
rightly  suggest  that  we  should 
maintain  a  capacity  to  assist  the  new 
leaders  to  re-establish  law  and  orden 
this  could  enable  the  Ugandans  io 
retrieve  ihe  sccuriiy  ihcy  enjoyed 
under  our  Protectorate.

Britain  and  Unesco

Sir.  Your  leader  article  (“Seeing 
through  the  dream”,  August  15) 
attacks. opponents  of  US  and  UK 
-withdrawal  from  Unesco  as  semi- 
.mchuti  dreamers  who  continue  to 
regard  the  organisation  as  “an  icon 
ofliberal  and  internationalist  am¬ 
bition”.  “Reality”  is  that  it  has  been 
seduced  by  “illiberal  member 
countries  from  East  and  South”  and 
become  an  “anu-colomal  and  anti- 
Western  rhetorical  playground”. 
And  so.  in  the  true  tradition  of 
Pddsnappery.  “Away  with  it”. 

The  point  missed  is  ihai  Unesco, 
along  with  UN  bodies,  is  an  early, 
imperfect  bui  thoroughly  real 
attempt  in  the  history  of  mankind  to 
bring  nations  of  widely  differing 
.  ideologies,  cultures  and  material 
security  together.  It  offers  them- an 
opportunity  to  build  a  different 
experience  of  each  olher  —  that  of 


creative  collaboration  rather  than 
potentially  cataclysm ic  conflict  In  a 
very  practical  sense  ihe  UN  and  its 
offshoots  are  an  experiment  in  the 
possibility  of  world  peace. 

Withdrawal  can  be  interpreted 
only  as  an  act  of  aggression  that  will 
increase  Easi-West  polarity,  it  is  not 
for  nothing  that  the  US  move  was 
promoted  by  the  reds-under-tho- 
beds  mentality  of  ihe  Heritage 
Foundation. 

Anyone  who  expects  that  experi¬ 
ments  in  collaboration  between 
opponents  will  not  at  limes  be 
vulnerable  io  ihe  underlying  con¬ 
flicts  is  the  real  dreamer  in  this 
debate.  Has  the  West  so  little 
confidence  in  its  case  dun  it  has 
become  scared  of  rhetoric  or  so 
forgetful  of  ils  traditional  diplomatic 
skills  lhat  k  cannot  deflect  ideologi¬ 
cal  red  herrings  to  ensure  lhat  the 
real  work  be  done? 

Two  olher  points  need  taking  up. 
Reform  has  justifiably  been  sought 
within  Unesco  and  its  executive 
board  has  agreed  to  draw  up  a

Council  in  November.  Any  pre¬ 
judgement  is  wilfully  premature. 

Jfccondlv.  your  leader  writer  calls 
for  an  urgent  assessment  of  Britain’s 
“extensive  educational,  scientific 
and  cultural  exchanges”  with  Unes¬ 
co.  bui  only  to  clear  “lingering 
doubts”  about  the  value  of  con¬ 
tinued  membership.  Not  lhat  he 
personally  needs  such  reassurance 
for  he  plunges  on  to  urge  instant 
withdrawal 

Yer  amid  the  glaring  prejudice  he 
has  a  point  It  is  high  lime  the 
withdrawal  faction  slopped  to 
consider  ihe  value  of  ihe  work 
actually  being  done.

Keeping  up  with 
housing  needs 

From  the  Chairman  of  the  London 
and  South  East  Regional  Planning 
Conference 

Sir.  To  talk  of  “a  planned  shortage 
of  120.000  houses'*,  as  Mr  Ian  Wray 
did  in  Ins  aniclc  on  August  14, 
displays.  I  fear,  a  lack  of  understand¬ 
ing  of  the  process  involved  sur¬ 
prising  in  a  chartered  town  planner. 
That  process  requires  that  the 
housing  provision  made  in  structure 
plans  (approved  by  ihe  secretary  of 
state  after  exhaustive  public  examin¬ 
ation)  shall  be  compared  with  ihe 
land  that  is  agreed  to  be  available  for 
housing. 

Housing  land  availability  in  the 
South-east  is  assessed  on  this  basis 
by  ihe  county  councils,  in  co-oper¬ 
ation  with  the  district  councils:  and 
the  House  Builders  Federation  are 
involved  in  making  that  assessment, 
to  ensure  that  the  land  identified  is 
indeed  suitable  for  housebuilding. 

A  constant  supply  of  land'  for 
housebuilding  is  being  maintained 
in  ihe  South-east.  A  recent  survey 
collaicd  by  Serpen  shows  that 
2 “3. (VX I  dwellings  can  he  built  in  the 
counties  around  London  during  the 
next  five  years.  This  quantity  is  little 
different  from  the  amount  revealed 
in  the  IQS2  survey  and  about 
150.000  houses  have  been  built  in 
the  intervening  three  years.  During 
that  time  there  was  no  evidence  to 
suggest  that  housebuilding  rates  had 
been  constrained  by  land  shortage. 

Moreover.  the  relationship 
between  new  households  and  house¬ 
building  is  by  no  means  as 
straightforward  as  Mr  Wray  implies. 
A  close  look  at  the  Department  of 
the  Environment  household  forma¬ 
tion  forecasts  reveals  that  by  far  the 
largest  clement  orexpcctcd  growth  is 
in  the  single-person  and  elderly 
categories,  both  of  whom  arc  likely 
in  have  special  requirements:  and 
housing  the  elderly  has  little  to  do 
with  the  employment  markcL 

The  view  emerging  in  Scrplan  is 
that  inking  forecasts  for  the  1980s 
and  the  1990s  together,  there  will  be 
about  a  million  extra  households 
and  ibis  is  a  remarkably  close  match 
with  the  additional  houses  and  flats 
likely  to  be  provided. 

I  do  agree  with  Mr  Wray, 
however,  that  “a  strong  and 
objective  regional  planning  policy” 
is  needed.  Scrplan  is  working  to 
produce  a  firm  basis  for  this  and  the 
secretary  of  state  has  undertaken  to 
consider  proposals  which  wc  hope  lo 
put  to  him  in  the  autumn.

Tins  has  two  serious  conse¬ 
quences.  In  the  first  place  it  makes 
the  discovery  of  adulterated  wines 
almost  impossible  to  delect  until 
health  damage  to  the  consumer  has 
already  been  caused.  In  the  second 
place,  it  exports  jobs  from  this 
country  in  terms  of  holding  and  in 
manufacture  and  supply  ol  at!  the 
components  of  the  package. 

Surely  there  is  now  a  serious  case 
for  reversion  to  ilte  previous 
practice.  Wine  imported  in  bulk  can 
be  properly  tested  by  our  own 
importers  to  ensure  its  purity  before 
being  bolded  as  well  as  casing  our 
unemployment  problem  to  some 
small  extent.

front  of  Mr  Hums  procession,  with 
ihe  words  "Order.  Order.”  inscribed 
upon  iL.. 

The  alarm  turned  oul  to  he  well 
founded,  for  a*  the  instant  a  troop  of 
Ihe  Manchester  Yeomanry  Cavalry, 
about  inn  in  number.  ».il[nped  on  the 
ground  m  full  spmL  and  baited  within 
W(|  vards  of  the  hustings.  They  halted 
in  extreme  disorder,  and  Mr.  Hunt 
cried  mil.  “Receive  them  with  three 
cheers.  and  he  firm.”  The  orders  thus 
made  were  punctually  uheved:  and  Mr. 
Hum  «;ain  said.  “Thev  are  all  in 
disorder  this  is  a  l nek."  Bui  it  was  no 
trick:  for.  alter  a  mini  lies  pause, 
form  ins.  hrnmlishins  I  heir  sahres.  and 
spurring  their  horses,  thev  charged 
ihmugh  the  compart  mind,  instantly 
nude  a  passage,  and  surrounded  thir> 
hustings,  on  which  Mr.  Hum  was  slili 
shimtuig  with  ouisireirhed  hand.  “Be 
firm."  The  exhortation  was  vain:  the 
trampling  of  ihe  horses,  and  the 
culling  of  ihe  riders,  cleared  the 
adjacent  ground  in  an  instant;  when, 
without  a  minute's  delay,  the  hustings, 
with  the  chairman,  men.  women,  flap;, 
and  caps  upon  it.  ecre  hurled  lo  the 
ground,  (he  cavalry  in  ihe  midst  and 
upon  them.  Mr.  Hunt.  with  Mr. 
-Johnson  and  one  or  two  others  was 
wired,  and  sent  with  a  strong  escort 
to  the  New  Hailey.  A  dreadful  scene 
now  took  place  near  the  shattered 
hustings;  and  ihe  ground  was  strewed 
with  bleeding  bodies  of  men  and 
women,  bruised.  cuL  and  trampled 
upon.  Amongst  the  rest,  a  special 
runs wide.  Air  Aaliworth.  of  ihe  Bull's 
Head,  was  cut  to  the  ground  bv  a 
trooper,  and  airnosl  immediately  died. 

The  whole  ground,  which  had  heen  ft 
minutes  before  covered  with  an 
attentive  audience,  was  now  com¬ 
pletely  cleared,  and  the  cavalry 
giilln|jed  up  and  down  on  it  enveloped 
in  a  cloud  of  dual.  The  streets  into 
which  the  affrighted  populace  had  run. 
were  scoured  by  fresh  bodies  of  horse; 
and  in  a  very  few  minutes,  ihe 
immense  assemblage  was  so  completely 
scattered,  that  no  considerable  body 
remained  together  in  any  one  place. 

Thus  ended  the  meeting:  hut  not 
thus  the  consequences  or  the  measure 
used  tn  its  dispersion.  Our  reporter 
hiiuself  saw  six  coaches,  three  cans, 
and  three  fillers.  loaded  wiih  the 
wounded,  proceeding  towards  the 
infirmary  Some  of  the  girls,  dressed  in 
while,  who  were  on  the  hustings,  were 
among  the  number 

It  was  rumoured  in  the  town,  after 
l  hedisrurturoce  had  *  imewhai  subsided, 
that  the  Riot  Act  was  read  previously 
the  first  rl large  of  ihe  Yeomanry.

hafl:  during  whirli  time  thev-  were 
forming  and  receiving  orders.  Nothing 
was  heard  lrora  them,  bui  the  clashing 
f  their  swords,  and  no  paper  was  seen. 
Am  n  her  almost  conclusive  reason 
against  ii  is.  lhat  the  Riot  Act  was  read 
Hi  the  nearly  empty  streets  alsml  5.  in 
I’lcrulilly:  and  it  would  have  been 
singular  indeed  lo  read  it  then,  when 
there  were  no  |>eople  in  disperse,  if  it 
had  lieen  read  three  hours  liefore,  when 
7(1.000  jiersnns  were  assembled. 

Several  magistrates  and  constables 
rode  about  with  the  cavalry,  and 
appeared  lo  he  directing  them.  General 
Sir  John  Byng  was  nut  in  the  town. 
The  captured  standards  and  cap*  were 
carried  m  triumph  by  several  of  the 
Yeomanry.  That  jKirt  of  the  audience 
which  had  come  from  the  cuunuy  in 
the  morning,  in  high  spirits,  in  orderly 
procession,  wilh  flags  and  music,  now 
sought  their  tames  in  straggled  parlies, 
wiih  melancholy  aspects,  and  leaving 
several  of  (heir  companions  behind 
them.  One  woman,  we  understand,  whu 
loud  by  her  colours  tu  the  last,  was  cut 
down  by  a  iroo|«r.  We  should  nut  slate 
this,  as  thinking  it  totally  incredible, 
had  not  uur  rejjorter  seen  the  woman 

and  flags  full  together  from  the 
hustings,  while  the  soldiers  were 
cutting  round  them;  and  afterwards 
seen  at  least  4  or  ft  women  dreadfully 
wounded,  conveyed  tu  the  infirm- 
arv  .  .  . 

We  must  not  omit,  however,  to  state, 
that  as  the  meeting  was  orderly  and 
peaceable  till  the  approach  of  the 
cavalry,  not  the  least  shadow  of 
resistance  was  made  by  them  to  the 
attack.

Chinese  archaeologists  have 
reported  the  discovery  of  a 
royal  tomb  in  southern  China, 
identified  as  that  of  the 
Emperor  Wen  Di  of  the 
kingdom  of  Nanyue.  The 
kingdom  had  its  capital  at  the 
present-day  city  of  Guangzhou 
(Canton),  and  existed  in-  the 
second  century  BC. 

The  tomb,  reported  in  China 
Reconstructs,  was  first  dis¬ 
covered  in  1983  when  the  hill  of 
Xianggan.  north  of  Guangzhou, 
was  being  levelled.  It  was  found 
to  consist  of  a  shaft  of  20  metres 
deep,  walled  and  roofed  with 
stone  bioclo.  leading  to  an 
antechamber,  a  main  chamber, 
and  sets  of  flanking  storerooms. 

The  front  and  main  chambers 
were  separated  by  a  stone  door, 
locked  into  position,  which  had 
to  be  removed  by  a  crane  so 
that  access  to  the  tomb  could  be 
gamed. 

The  ruler  had  been  dressed  in 
a  jade  suit  and  30  large  bi  discs 
of  jade  more  than  a  foot  in 
diameter  lay  above  and  below 
the  body  to  protect  him.  A  jade 
seal  bearing  the  characters 
“Zhao  Mo",  and  a  gokl  seal 
with  a  dragon  handle  with  the 
inscription  “Wen  Di  XingxT, 
“Imperial  Seal  of  Emperor  Wen 
Di".  identified  the  occupant  of 
Lhe  tomb  as  the  second  Nanye 
ruler.  He  was  the  grandson  of 


the  first  ruler,  Zhao  Tuo.  who 
had  declared  Nanyue  indepen¬ 
dent  of  the  newly-formed 
Chinese  empire  in  204  BC. 

The  Nanyue  emperors  were 
Han  Chinese  from  the  north, 
and  the  objects  found  in  Wen 
Dfs  tomb  are  of  metropolitan 
quality  and  style.  Among  them 
are  a  horn-shaped  jade  cup,  a 
gilt  bronze  wine  vessel,  and 
numerous  jades:  more  than  a 
thousand  articles  were  buried  in 
the  tomb,  including  three  sets  of 
bronze  chimes  and  two  sets  of 
stone  ones. 

A  bronze  mirror  with  human 
figures  painted  on  it,  41 
centimetres  in  diameter,  is  the 
largest  Han  minor  known,  and 
a  slightly  smaller  one  has  the 
back  inlaid  with  turquoise: 
Weapons  included  both  func¬ 
tional  swords,  bows  and  ar¬ 
mour,  and  also  43  jade  ritual 
swords,  carved  with  dragons 
and  tigers. 

At  the  hack  of  the  tomb  was  a 
food  store  and  kitchen  for  the 
use  of  the  ruler  in  the  after  life. 
Bones  and  shells  showed  that 
poultry,  beef,  port,  turtle, 
quails,  fish  and  shellfish  had 
been  provided.  Six  servants  had 
been  sacrificed  and  laid  in  the 
kitchen  to  prepare  the  ghostly 
meals;  one  of  the  women  had  a 
baby  in  her  arms.* 

Four  concubines  had  also 


been  sacrificed  for  the  ruler’s 
post-mortem  entertainment,  the 
highest-ranking  with  a  gold  seal 
and  the  others  with  bronze.  A. 
piece  of  pale  blue  plate  glass 
found  with  them  is  believed  to 
be  the  earliest  glass  so  for  found 
in  China.  Ivoiy.  silver,  agate 
and  crystal  objects  show  that 
Nanyue  was  in  contact  with 
India  and  Central  Asia,  as  well 
as  with  central  China. 


The  burial  ritual  including 
the  jade  suit,  was  folly  in  accord 
with  Han  imperial  rites  as  they 
have  been  described:  no  undis¬ 
turbed  Han  imperial  tomb  has 
so  far  been  found,  although 
other  less  important  royal 
burials  have  been  excavated, 
including  the  famous  Mancheng 
tombs  of  Prince  Ltu  Sheng  and 
his  consort  Dou  Wan,  who  were 
also  buried  in  jade  suits,  which 
were  included  in  the  1973 
London  exhibition  of  Chinese 
archaeological  discoveries. 


Mme  Marie.  Bell  the  cele¬ 
brated  French  actress  ana 
theatre  manager,  has  died  ,n 
Neuilly-sur-Seine.

She  was  born  on  December- 
23, 1900,  at  BcgJes.  Gironde,  the 
daughter  of.  a  vine  grower 
named  Francois  Bel  Ion.  At  the 
age  of  13  she  was  working  in 
London  as  a  ballet  dancer,  but 
she  returned  to  France  to  study 
acting,  gaining  the  Premier  Pnx 
de  Comedie  at  the  Paris 
Conservatoire  in  192). 

In  that  year  she  became  a 
pensianrudre  of  the  ComCctie 
Francaise.  where  she  bed 
appeared  in  Augier’s  L’Ayentu- 
rt&re  and  as  Angelique  in  be 
Mai  ode  I  magi  noire. 

Having  meanwhile  entered 
upon  a  career  m  films,  she  rose 
to  be  Saciftatre  of  the  CamSdie 
Francaise  in  1928.  Six  years 
later  she  took  over  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  Theatre  dcs 
Ambassadeurs.  but  at  the  end  of 
one  season  relinquished  it  and 
went  back  to  acting. 

She  had  already,  in  1934. 
made  the  film  be  Grand  Jeu  for 
Jacques  Feydep  This  was 
followed  by  Julien  Duvivier's 
Carnet  de  Baf  (1931}  with  Marie 
Bell  as  a  young  widow  who 
contrives  a  senes  of  meetings 
with  old  admirers,  and.  m  1939.

Burma  jawbone  find  suggests  missing  link

The  tales!  discovery  in  the 
search  for  the  link  between 
early  primitive  creatures  and 
the  higher  primates  from 
which  man  evolved  has  come 
from  a  finding  in  Burma. 

Fragments  of  a  jawbone  40 
million  (o  44  million  years  old 
are  believed  to  be  the  most 
ancient  specimens  found  of  the 
primate  group  of  anthropoids, 
I  be  family  that  led  to  monkeys, 
apes  and  humans. 


A  group  working  with  Dr 
Russell  Oochon  have  reported 
the  details  in  a  paper  in 
Science,  the  journal  of  the 
American  Association  for  foe 
Advancement  of  Science.  The 
Burmese  fossils  are  said  to 
predate  other  confirmed  an- 
thropoidal  remains  by  at  least 
five  million  years,  representing 
a  crucial  early  stage  in  the 
emergence  of  the  higher 


primates  from  the  preexisting 
lower  groups  known  as  prosi¬ 
mians.  * 

In  their  account  foe  scien¬ 
tists  conclude  that  the  bone 
was  that  of  a  transitional 
animat,  and  hence  air  import¬ 
ant  discovery  in  establishing 
the  link. between  the  lower  and 
higher  groups  on  the  evol¬ 
utionary  tree.  But  even  more 
controversially,  they  suggest 
that  the  Burmese  fossil  points 
to  the  first  emergence  of 
higher  primates  in  southern 
Asia  rather  than,  as  widely 
believed,  in  Africa. 

According  to  that  view, 
anthropoids  could  have 
crossed  a  narrow  swamp-like* 
sea  to  Africa.  Their  descend¬ 
ants  would  have  developed  into 
■monkeys,  apes  and  humans, 
who  migrated  north  into  the 
Middle  East  and  Europe. 

The  new  fossil,  which  has 


the  genus  name  Amphipitke - 
ens,  is  neither  monkey,  ape  nor 
human  but  a  common  ancestor 
of  them  alt,  as  shown  by  foe 
theoretical  reconstruction  from 
the  dimensions  of  the  skull  of 
its  possible  owner. 

Other  scientists  are  not  so 
certain  that  the  proper  ances¬ 
try  can  be  determined  from  the 
jawbone  fragments.  An 
alternative  explanation  is  that 
the  Burmese  specks  was  a 
side-branch  in  the  evolution  of 
the  anlbropoids,  winch 
reached  a  dead  end. 

Dr  Clodion,  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  of  anatomical  sciences, 
New  York  State  University, 
surmises  from  the  size  of  the 
jawbone  and  teeth  that  the 
animal  was  between  2  ft  ft  and 
3ft  tall,  weighing  between  151b 
and2(Hb. 

There  is  no  firing  creature 
that  looks  quite  like  it.  But  its 


anatomical  fea feres,  shared  by 
today's  monkeys  and  prosi¬ 
mians.  deduced  by  its  dental 
characteristics,  led  the  scien¬ 
tists  to  suggest  it  probably 
lived  in  trees  and  ate  fruit. 

Although  more  cautions  to 
their  interpretation  of  the 
ancestry  of  the  fossil,  other 
palaeontologists  who  have 
been  searching  for  fossil 
fragments  that  bold  dues  to 
foe-origins  of  man  are  excited 
about  the  discovery. 

Dr  ..  David  PH  beam,  the 
anthropologist  at  Harvard 
University,  hopes  the  find  will 
shed  light  on  an  area  where 
the  fossil  record  is  scanty, 
little  is  known  about  when 
and  where  the  anthropoids 
began,  bat  the  development  is 
estimated  at  between  40 
million  and  60  million  years 
ago.

Professor  John  Brown.  Direc¬

of  local  "contact”  policing. 

Brown's  career  was  varied. 
Born  oil  December  4.  1934.  he 
studied  English  at  the  then 
University  College  of  Exeter. 
He  lectured  at  the  British 
Institute  m  Pansand  later  was  a 
resident  tutor  at  the  University 
College  of  the^West  Indies. 

He  moved  to  Cntnfieid  in 
1963  as  a  warden  and  held 
various  posts  before  becoming 
head' of  the  Department  of 
Policy  Studies  in  Social  Order. 

The  Bnxftam  disorders  in 
1981  gave  an  impetus  to  his 
work  and  led  him  to  organize 
two  confer* nces  financed  by  the  • 
Ford  Foundation  and  the  Sir 
Halley  Stewart.  Trust,  and 
designed  to  set  such  issues  in  a 
wider  context.  - 

The  first  to  1983  on  policing 
and  social  policy  m  multi-ethnic 
areas  in  Europe  was  held  at 
Woolfson  college  Cambridge.  In 
1984.  at  Cranfield.  came  a 
sequel,  .on  models  .of  police^ 
/public  consultations  in  Europe. 
In  September  this  year  a  third 
conference  was  to  have  been 
held  on  crime  and  social 
strategies  in  local  communities 
of  Europe. 

These,  and  a  series  of  earlier 
Cranfield  conferences,  were  the 
vehicle  for  constructive-  dis¬

John  Brown's  guidance. 

What  the  conferences  re¬ 
flected  above'  all  were  the 
qualities  which  John  Brown 
brought-.' to'  hts  -work.  His 
interests  were  international.  He 
had  an.  astonishing  range  of 
'  friends  m  many  countries. 
Typically,  he  was  in  Amster¬ 
dam.  undertaking  research  on 
drug  problems  a  week  before  be 
died. 

He  enjoyed  the  trust  of 
enlightened  police  officers  in 
Britain  and  elsewhere,  and 
worked  closely  with  many  of 
them,  because  he  was  seen  to  be 
sympathetic  as  well  as  critically 
independent.  He  was  an  en¬ 
thusiast  warm  in  personality, 
hospitable,  and  drawing  the  best 
from  people.  Yet  behind  the 
bonhomie  no  one  could  ever 
doubt  the  seriousness  and 
thoroughness  with  which  he 
pursued  his  chosen  field. 

.He  was  worried  at  lhe 
tendency  to  see  major  social 
problems  from  a  purely  police 
viewpoint.  He  recognized  that 
policing  strategies  must  be  seen 
in  the  context  of  overall  social 
strategies. 

Brown's  death  was  particu¬ 
larly  untimely  He  could  be 
described  as  lhe  guru  not  only 
of  community .  policing  but  of 
spreading  growing  awareness 
that  crime  and  other  urban  ills 
depend  on  the  environment  in 
which  they  occur. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife. 
Audrey,  who  worked  closely 
with  him  as  administrative 
officer  in  hts  department.

Arthur  Bell  &  Sons'  last  remaining  hopes 
of  escaping  the  clutches  of  Guinness  were 
surely  extinguished  at  a  quarter  past  one 
yesterday  afternoon,  when  Rothmans 
international  issued  a  statement  that  it 
had  made  plain  to  Bell  as  long  ago  as  last 
Thursday  that  it  had  “no  plans  or 
challenge  Guinness's  current 
£360  million  takeover  bid  for  the  Scotch 
whisky  firm. 

U  is  still  theoretically  possible  for  the 
long-rumoured  white  knight  to  emerge, 
but  lime  is  fast  running  out.  The  Guinness 
bid  doses  on  Friday. 

The  main  loser  from  the  Rothmans 
episode  has  been  Bell  and  its  beleaguered 
chairman.  Raymond  MiqueL  Since  Guin¬ 
ness  increased  its  offer  by  £60  million  two 
weeks  ago.  Mr  Miquei  has  been  desper¬ 
ately  searching  for  a  friendly  saviour.  As 
so  often  in  contested  bids,  the  defending 
chairman  sees  that  the  battle  is  lost  and 
attempts  to  console  himself  by  thwarting 
the  predator  who  has  caused  him  so  much 
discomfort. 

However,  the  refusal  of  Bell  and  its 
advisers  to  rule  out  Rothmans  at  the 
weekend  has  severely  damaged  its  credi¬ 
bility.  In  a  subsequent  statement'  yester¬ 
day.  Bell  lamely  welcomed  Rothmans' 
words  as  “the  best  way  of  conclusively 
refuting,  the  rumours”.  That  is  disin¬ 
genuous.  The  best  way  lay  in  Bell's  own 
hands. 

What  now  are  we  to  make  of  Bell's 
continued  insistence  that  it  is  still  talking 
to  “one  or  two”  other  possible  suitors?  Is 
this  another  desperate  delaying  ploy,  to 
borrow  the  phrase  of  Ernest  Saunders,  the 
Guinness  chief  executive?  Mr  Saunders  is 
by  nature  a  patient  and  courteous  man, 
but  both  qualities  have  been  strained  to 
the  utmost  by  the  events  of  the  past  few 
days. 

There  is  now  little  more  he  can  do.  His 
company's  bid  is  final  and  its  deadline  is 
fixed,  barring  the  rival  .offer  which  Mr 
Miquei  so  fervently  seeks.  The  Guinness 
camp  can  only  add  to  its  collection  of  Bell 
shares  and  widen  its  circle  of  friends. 

Yesterday,  David  Steel,  the  Liberal 
Party  leader,  was  moved  to  urge  Bell 
shareholders  to  accept  the  present  offer 
without  delay,  on  the  basis  that  Mr  Miquei 
can  no  longer  be  in  the  business  of  keeping 
Bell  independent  when  he  is  to  be  seen 
suppingwiih  other  potential  masters. 

In  the  end  this  acrimonious  saga  will  be 
decided  by  the  market,  on  the  grounds  of 
price.  Arid  that  is  Mr  MiquePs  stumbling 
block:  he  has  so-  far  failed  tb  find  anyone 
to  value  Bell  at  materially  more  than  die 
very  full  amount  that  Mr  Saunders  has  . 
been  persuaded  to  part  with. .

Scargill  factor 
scuppers  GDP  rise 

Preliminary  estimates  of  Britain’s  gross 
domestic  product  never  have  quite  the 
market  impact  of  “flash”,  preliminary  or 
even  revised,  estimates  of  the  United 
Slates’  gross  national  product.  TheJa  tier's, 
for  the  second  quarter,  will,  be  released  in 
Washington  today. 

Nevertheless,  -as  the  first  wide-angle 
shot  fo  the  British  economy  in  the  second 
quarter.  Yesterday’s  preliminary  figures  for 
the  output  measure  of  GDP  are  certainly 
ofinlercsl. 

They  show  that  GDP  rose  l>y  0.6  per 
cent  in  the  second  quarter  10: stand  3.9  per 
cent  up  on  a  year  earlier.  Output  for  the 
production  industries  was  up  by  2  per  cent 
during  the  quarter,  helped  by  a  rise  of 
about  6  per  cent  in  energy  (including  the 
recovery  in  coal  output- after  the  miners’ 
strike)  and  water  supply.  Distribution 
returned  to  its  level  of  the  fourth  quarter 
of  last  year,  as  a  result  of  the  recovery  in 
retail  sales. 

The  GDP  -figures  .are  -meaningless, 
however,  unless  the  effects  of  the  coal 
strike  arc  stripped  out.  And,  when  these 
are  removed,,  the  statistical  implication 
changes  for  the  worse. 

The  lingering  effects  of  the  strike  are 
estimated  to  have  reduced  GDP  by  about 


0.25  per  cent  in  the  second  quarter, 
compared  with  a  full  1  per  cent  in  the  fust 
quarter,  when  the  strike  was  still  on. 

in  other  words,. recovery  from  the  strike 
alone  should  have  produced  a  0.75  per 
cent  increase  in  GDP  between  the  first  and 
second  quarters.  The  actual  rise  of  0.6  per 
cent  shows  that  there  was  a  small 
underlying  fall. 

Were  this  the  United  States,  dealers 
would  be  busy  dumping  the  Currency  and 
shares,  and  buying  bonds  hand  over  fist. 

.  Thankfully,  we  arc  more  attuned  to' the 
quirks  of  statistics.  The  output  measure  of 
G  DP  is  crucially  dependent  on  the 
industrial  production  figures  which,  in 
recent  months,  have  been  particularly 
subject  to  revision.  The  drop  between  first 
and  second  quarters  owes  much  to  the 
upward  revision  of  output  in  the  first 
quarter.  In  a  month  or  so,  the  second 
quarter's  output  will  probably  be  accorded 
the  same  treatment. 

A  better  guide  to  the  economy's  health 
is  to  combine  the  first  and  second  quarters 
.  of  this  year  and.  compare  them  with  last 
year's. 

Half  or  each  six-month  period  will  have 
been  affected  greatly  by  the  coal  strike, 
and  the  other  half  very  little. 

The  resuit  is  that  GDP  in  the  first  half 
of  this  year  was  up  by  3.6  per  cent  on  the 
corresponding  period  last  year. 

As  for  those  American  GNP  figures,  the 
markets  are  expecting  a  revised  second- 
quarter  annualized  rise  of  1  to  1 .5  per  cent. 
The  preliminary  estimate  of  second- 
quarter  GNP  was  a  1.7  per  cent 
annualized  rise,  preceded  by  the  even 
wilder  3.1  per  cent  increase  of  the  “flash” 
projection. 

The  Bank  puts  faith 
in  Chinese  walls 

Yesterday’s  announcement  from  the  Bank 
of  England  that  it  has  approved  as  many 
as  six  intcr-deafcr  brokers  and  nine  Slock 
Exchange  money  brokers  to  operate  in  the 
post- Big  Bang  gilt-edged  market  caused  a 
few  gasps  of  amazement  The  more  money 
brokers  the-  merrier;  but  six  IDBs, 
according  to  the  consensus  market  view,  is 
simply  too  many. 

-  The  announcement  must  also  have  left 
Gordon  Pepper,  joint  senior  partner  at  W. 
GrecnwelL  feeling  like  a  forlorn  Cas¬ 
sandra.  In  a  speech  last  November,  Mr 
Pepper  drew  attention  to  the  potential 
conflicts  of  interest  which  can  arise  from  ' 
having  IDBs  or  money  brokers  within  the 
same  grouping  as  gilts  market-makers. 

Money  brokers  would  have  access  to  a 
fund  -of  critical  information  about  the  bull 
and  bear  positions  of  market-makers 
which  is  extremely  sensitive.  The  same 
would  be  true  of  IDBs,  Mr  Pepper  said, 
although  their  information  would  dale 
•more  quickly.  He  concluded  that  both 
money  brokers  and  IDBs  should  remain 
independent  of  market-makers.  • 

In  the  event,  the  Bank  of  England  has 
ignored  these  warnings  and  is  apparently 
placing  its  faith  in  the  principle  of 
“Chinese  Walls"  and  separation  of 
functions  on  the  basis  that  the  market 
itself  believes  this  is  satisfactory.  Four  of 
the  money  brokers  and  one  of -the  IDBs 
are  part  of  groups  which  will  also  have  a 
ma  rkel-maki  ng  operation  in  gilt-edged . 

The  case  in  lavour  ol  Chinese  Walls  ol 
silence  between  departments  is  that  the 
commercial  advantage  to  be  gained  from 
misusing  confidential  information  would 
be  short-term  and  marginal  when  com¬ 
pared  wiih  the  damage  an  institution 
would  suffer  to  its  credibility.  If  customers 
are  not  Happy  that  their  secrets  will 
remain  confidential,  they  simply  willnot 
deal  with  the  firm  in  question. 

Cassandra,  of  course,  was  right,  al¬ 
though  nobody  took  any  notice.  Time  will 
toll  whether  Mr  Pepper  fits  the  role  or 
uhci  her  on  this  issue  he  is  a  false  prophet.

1985.  the  company  had  net 
debts  of  £227.2  million.  Under 
the  new  agreement  £75  million 
is  to  be  repaid  tomorrow.  Of 
this.  £50  million  had  been 
generated  from  cash  flow  and 
the  remaining  £25  million  wilt 
be. raised  from  the  placing  of 
£25.  million  of  subordinated; 
unsecured  loan  stock. 

The  accounts  confirm  the 
damage  inflicted  on  share¬ 
holders  by  the  problems  of 
JMB.  Johnson  Matthey  had  lo 
pay  £50  million  to  JMB  and 
wrote  off  £102  million  on  its 
investment  in  the  bank.  The 
company's  reserves  were 
slashed  to  £25.9  million. 

The  JMB  affair  has  also 
landed  its  former  parent  with  a 
qualified  audit  report.  Uncer¬

Troubled  US 
bank  hit 
by  mini-run

The  deterioration  in  the 
United  Slates's  banking  system 
continued  with  the  announce¬ 
ment  of  the  potential  failure  of  a 
$1.4  billion  Maryland  real 
estate  syndication  fund  and 
news  that  the  Federal  Farm 
Credit  System  is  on  the  verge  of 
a  loss. 

It  was  disclosed  on  Friday 
that  the  Equity  Programs 
Investment  Corporation  -  a 
subsidiary  of  a  Maryland 
savings  and  loan  bank.  Com¬ 
munity  Savings  and  Loan  of 
Bcthesda  -  had  foiled  to  pay 
holders  about  Si  billion  in 
mortgage  backed  securities.

Given  the  vast  differences  in 
the  nature  of  the  state-owned 
businesses'  operations  and  in 
the  quality  of  their  accounting, 
it  is  unfhir  to  make  broad 
general rzaiions.  This  is  dear 
from  the  most  recent  flood  of 
nationalized  industry  accounts 
which  show  that  the  auditors' 
opinions  of  Lhc  figures  range 
from  reliable  lo  totally  unre¬ 
liable. 

At  one  end  of  the  spectrum, 
both  the  National  Coal  Board 
and  British  Steel  have  had  their 
accounts  heavily  qualified, 
while  British  Gas.  the  Elec¬ 
tricity  Council  and  others  have 
sailed  through. unscathed.  Does 
this  mean,  therefore  that  the 
NCB  and  BSC  figures  are  not  to 
be  believed  and  that  those 
produced  by  British  Gas  are? 

On  the  surface.,  this  would 
appear  to  be  the  case.  The 
auditors  have -certainly  raised 
some  very  serious  questions 
about  the  reliability  of  both  the 
NCB  and  BSC  figures.  These 
questions  reflea  more  the 
inherent  uncertainties  which 
afflict  both  industries  than  the 
detailed  problems  of  accounting 
.practices.  systems  and  controls. 

Underpinning  these  spcdfic 
problems,  however,  there  is  a 
more  -fundamental  difficulty 
which  is  common  to  all 
nationalized  industries.  .  This 
relates  to  how  they,  choose- to 
prepare  the  accounts. 

The  choice  is  between  histori¬ 
cal  cost  and  current  cost 
accounting.  In  very  general 
terms,  historical  cost  accounting 
takes  no  account  Of  the  fimpaci 
of  inflation  on  the  figures  while 
current  cost  accounting  makes 
some  attempt  to  do  so. 

Not  surprisingly,  the  nationa¬ 
lized  industries  have  made  that 
choice  on  the  basis  of  which 
suits  them  best.  BSC,  the  NGB 
and  British  Rail  have  all  used 
historical  cost  accounting.  All 
three  organizations  reported 
losses  which  would  have  been 
much  greater  had  the  current 
cost  accounting  approach  been 
adopted: 

The  NCB's  loss  before  inter¬ 
est  was  £1.7  billion  but  this 
would  have  increased  lo  £1.94 
biflion  if  current  Tost  account¬ 
ing  had  been  used. 

British  Rail  would  have  seen 
its  reported  loss  before  interest 
of  £214.9  million  rise  to  £307 
million  if  jt  had  used  cunrent 
cost. 

BSC  had  an  overall  loss  for 
the  year  of  £409  miiliion,  about 
£119  million  less  than  would 
have  beeen  reported  if  it  had 
used  current  cost  accounting 
principles. 

British  Gas  and  the  Elec¬ 
tricity  Council,  however;  be¬ 
lieve  that  current  cost  account-  , 
ing  is  most  appropriate  for 
them.  The  cynics  would  argue 
that  this  is  because  that  basis 
generally  tends  to  reduce  their 
massive  profits,  although,  the 
industries  themselves  would  not 
agree.- 

Both  the  gas  and  electricity 
industries  have  been  firm  fans 
of  current  cost  accounting  for  . 
some  time  and  at  limes  when 
energy  price  increases  for  Lhe 
consumer  always  look  bad 
against  a  backdrop  of  soaring 
profits,  it  is  easy  io  see  why.  ;

1984-85  was  an  unusual  year. 
The  effects  of  the  miners'  strike 
resulted  in  a  mammoth  loss 
rather  than  bumper  profits. 
That  loss  before  interest  was 
£1.277. 1  million  compared  with 
a  £914.4  million  profit  'the 
previous  year. 

Had  the  Electricity  Council 
chosen  to  use  historical  cost

in  simple  terms,  in  1983-84 
the  Electricity  Council  more 
than  halved  its  profits  by 
adopting  current  cost  account¬ 
ing  and  in  1984-85  it  could  have 
almost  eliminated  its  entire  pre- 
. interest  loss,  had  it  used 
historical  cost  accounting.

British 
Gas.  It  reported,  pretax' profits- 
of£736.4  million  on  ihecurrent 
cost  basis.  ®n  a,  historical  cost 
basis,  that  profit  would  have 
been  £1.002.2  million.,  . 

British  Gas  explains  that  the 
reason  why  current "  cost 
accounting  has  been  used  is 
because  of  the  levels  of  capital 
investment  .in  the  gas  distri¬ 
bution  system  and  the  Jong  life 
of  the  assets.  Depreciation 
based  on  the  historical  cost  of 
assets  would  not  have  reflected 
the  true  current  costs  incurred 
in  maintaining  ihc  operating 
capacity  of  the  business. 

One  must  assume  that,  given 
the  suitability  of  current  cost 
accounting  for  British  Gas,  it 
will  retain,  that  approach  when 
it  becomes  privatized.  As- an 
airdent  supporter,  of  .this, 
accounting  basis^  it  will  surely 
resist  the  temptation  to' adopt 
the  historical  cost  accounting 
favoured  bv  other  companies  in

the  private  sector  which  would 
bring  it  higher  profits. 

The  Government,  eager  to  fill 
its  coffers  with  the  proceeds 
from  the  privatization  might 
encourage  "it  lo  change  its 
accounting  basis  since  higher 
projected  profits  would  mean  a 
higher  selling  price  but.  British 
Gas'  devotion  to  its  existing 
basis  would  surely  not  let  it  take 
such  a  step. 

Such  devotion  could  not 
prevent  British  Telecom,  from 
changing  its  mind  on  the  basis 
of  accounting  which  was  most 
appropriate  when  it  moved  into 
the  private  sector.  Current  cost 
accounting  which  had  served  it 
so  well  under  state  ownership 
was  abandoned  in  favour  of  the 
high  profits  of  historical  cost 
accounting. 

'll  is  amazing  what  the 
prospect  of  privatization  can  do 
for  a  company.  Not  only  did  BT 
switch  its  basis  but  it  was  also, 
almost  by  magic,  able  to  sort 
out  its  previously  poor  account¬ 
ing  records  and -improve  them 
to  such  an  extent  that  an 
embarrassing  qualified  auditor’s 
report  was  no  longer  necessary. 

British  Airways,  which  is  also 
in  fine  fair  privatization,  could 


-not  run  the  risk  of  having  its 
19S4-S5  accounts  qualified  over 
the  uncertainties  which  sur¬ 
round  lhe  case  against  the 
airline  brought  by  the  liquidator 
of  Laker  Airways:  Publication 
of  the  accounts  has  been 
dclavcd  until  later  in  the  year  in 
the  hope  that  the  matter  will 
have  been  concluded  to  every- 
'  body's  satisfaction. 

Be  it  privatization  or  profit 
manipulation  which  prompts 
nationalized  industries  to  take 
.  advantage  of  the  flexibility  of 
.  accounting  requirements  in  this 
country  and  present  Lhe  figures 
in  the  way  which  suits  them 
best,  is  not'  lhe  question.  Some 
observers  now  believe  that 
certain  national  industries’ 
bottom  tine  figures  arc  not.  only 
.unreliable  but  totally  meaning¬ 
less.  The  question' is:  cbuld  they 
report  their  financial  perform¬ 
ance  in  a  belter  fashion?  The 
nationalized  industries  are 
unique  enterprises  in  a  unique 
market  position  so  why  try  to 
force  them  into  a  financial 
reporting  strait-jacket  and  make 
them  prepare  accounts  in  the 
same  way  as  companies  in  the 
private  sector  which  operate  in 
an  entirely  different  environ- 
•ftwnl??  ■"  1 

It  is  clear-  from,  the  most 
'recent  batch  of  accounts  that 
there  is  a  great,  deal  of 
interdependence  between  some 
of  the  industries  which  tends  to 
cast  doubts  about  their  ability 
to  report,  independent  of  each 
other,  figures  which  -genuinely 
reflect  performance.  The  Elec- 
tricity  Council.  Britirb  Rail  and 
BSC  all  blame  their  poor 
performance  on  the  miners' 
Strike.  *•  • 

J  This  demonstrates  quite 
clearly  the  interdependence. 
Which  surely  must  affect  the 
crucial  pricing  decisions  which 
are  made  when  supplying 
services.  It  would  appear  from 
-the  additional  cost  which  the 
;EWaricity  Council  had  to  incur 
in  purchasing  fuel  for  its  power 
stations  ihat  it  is  obtaining  its 
coal  at  something  of  a  knock¬ 
down  price  from  the  NCB. 

This  is  perhaps  too  simplistic 
a  view  but  it  demonstrates  that 
the  true  performance  of  the 
nationalized  industries  cannot 
be -judged  purely  in  terms  of 
profit  and  loss  accounts  which 
are  prepared  on  highly  subjec¬ 
tive  assumptions  and  acounting 
principles. 

Similarly;  those  annual  re¬ 
ports  take  no  account  of  the 
social  costs  which  arc  an 
integral  pan  of  so  many  of  the 
nationalized  industries.  While  it 
may  be  perfectly  acceptable  for 
managers  of  private  companies 
to  lake  the  maximization  of 
shareholder  wealth  as  a  prime 
goal,  this  cannot  be  true  of 
nationalized  industries. 

The  quest  for  profit  will  not 
always  necessarily  bring  the 
improvement  in  efficiency 
which  are  rightly  sought  from 
the  nationalized  industries  nor 
in  the  short  term  will  it 
necessarily  best  serve  the 
longer-term  needs  of  the  indus¬ 
try. 

For  some  industries  a  simple 
cash  accounting  approach  might 
produce  a  better  indication  of 
performance,  thus  removing 
many  of  the  distortions  which 
traditional  accounting  practice 
encourages. 

It  is  an  issue  which  needs 
some  attention.  There  is  clearly 
a  need  for  some  kind  of 
performance  measurement  but 
it  is  highly  dangerous  to  persist 
with  ones  which  are  patently 
open  to  manipulation  and 
which  in  some  cases  are  based 
on  inappropriate  criteria. 


Hotel  income  rises  by  32%

Hotels  in.  the  United  King¬ 
dom  improved  their  income  by 
nearly  a  third  last  year.  Profita¬ 
bility  went  up  as  roorfi  occu¬ 
pancy  levels  rose,  according  to 
the  latest  survey*  on  .Britain's 
hotel  industry  by  Pannell  Kerr 
Forster  Associates,  the  hotel 
consultants. 

The  survey  says*.  “Results  for 
the  year  to  date  indicate  that  the . 
positive  trends  of  .1983  and 
1984  are  continuing  unabated.'’ 
The  -  sector  is  expected  to 
continue  expansion  to  meet 
growing  demand. 

A  big  factor  in  last  .year's 
successful  results  was  the  9.7 
per  cent  increase  in. the  number 
of  overseas;  visitors  to  Britain, 
including  a  17.4  per  cent  jump 
in  those  coming  from  the 
United  States.  ’ 

Occupancy  rates  on  average 
through  the  year  rose  by  6.1  per 


cent  to  72.6  per  cent  for  all 
hotels,  with  provincial  hotels 
registering  a  9.1  per  cent 
increase  to  65.5  per  cenL 
London  hotel  occupancy  was  up 
3.8  per  cent  to  79.7  per  cent, 
with  smaller  hotels  of  under  400 
bedrooms  seeing  rates  of  82.6. 
perccnL 

London  hotels  were  full 
.almost  to  capacity  in  the  peak 
months  and  their  overflow 
brought  more  business  to  the 
area  around  the  capital.  The 
overflow  demand  mom  the 
capital  could  also,  benefit  the 
provinces  if  overseas  visitor 
volumes  stay  high*,  the  survey 
suggests.  .  ,  > 

Profitability  .has  been  im¬ 
proved  as  the  ratio  of  expenses 
to  revenue  has  gone  down.  The 
ratio  on  room  operations  was. 
down  6:3  per  cent  and  on  food 


and  drink  down  2.2  per  cent. 

In  London  income  per  room 
rose  .32.1  per  joem,  with  the 
average-  achieved  room  rate  at 
£43.8o.  Food  sales  were  up  14.7 
per  cent  and  drinL  sales  no  9.2 
percent 

Because  competition  from 
restaurants  is  . not  so  intense 
outside  London,  provincial 
hotels  did  better  on  food  and 
drink  operations. .

Artists 
find  new

More  ihan  30.000  comptrter- 
graphics  specialists  converged 
on  ban  Francisco  last  month  to 
stage  a  convention  which  could 
show  the  rest  of  the  ailing 
microcomputer  industry  a 
vk-ay  forward,  writes  GeoJ 
U  nedwright. 

The  annual  Sig-Graph  con¬ 
ation  attracted  the  interest  of 
u  ^  defence  business, 
the  film  and  television  com- 
munuy  and  the  design  and 
engineering  professions  -  all  of 
whom  were  keen  to  harness 

modem  microcomputer-gra¬ 
phics  technology  lo  their  work. 

Some  companies  -  such  as 
Lucasfilrns,  the  group  behind 
the  Star  11  ars  trilogy  of  films  - 
□re  already  so  well-versed  in 
computer  technology  that  they 
nave  begun  developing  iheir 
o»n  computer  systems.  Lucas- 
iilms  has  come  up  wih  an 
image-processing  computer  the 
Pixar.  and  is  to  establish  a 
separate  company  to  market 
and  develop  further  computer- 
graphics  products.  The  research 
for  these  products  will  no  doubt 
be  carried  out  by  developing 
special  effects  for  the  next 
galactic  series  planned  by  the 
founder  of  Lucasfilms,  George 
Lucas. 

But  Lucasfilms  was  not  the 
only  Star  Wars  representative 
at  the  show.  Companies  which 
supply  computer  equipment  to 
the  defence  industry  were  abuzz 
with  rumours  that  the  planned 
“star  wars"  strategic  defence 
initiative  (SDI)  will  mean  big 
contracts  for  computer-graphics 
specialists.  According  to  these 
reports,  the  Pentagon  intends  to 
tender  for  computer-generated 
“architecture  studies",  which 
will  allow  military  planners  to 
study  the  use  of  kinetic-energy 
weapons  in  space  and  ways  of 
detecting  missiles  while  they  are 
in  space. 

The  explosion  of  interest  in 
the  computer-graphics  industry 
comes  at  a  time  when  much  of 
the  old  guard  micro  industry  is 
in  trouble.  This  was  not  lost  on 
Commodore  Business  Ma¬ 
chines.  which  used  the  show  to 
give  a  special  technical  preview 
■if  its  new  graphics-oriented 
Amiga  computer  only  two  days 
a  Tier  the  machine's  "New  York 
launch. 

The  stars,  however,  were  still 
the  artists.  Though  the  com¬ 
puter  is  becoming  an  increas-. 
inglv  important  avenue  for 
American  artists;  the  technology 
looks  only  as  good  as  the  people 
demonstrating  it.  ■  .  .  . . . 

And  the  advent'  of  images 
processing  has  been  as  import-- 
ant  for  artists  as  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  word-processor  was 
for  writers  and  the  spreadsheet 
for  financial  planners  andj 
accountants.  Images  can  now  be 
manipulated  easily  on  a  com-j 
puier  screen. 

The  most  popular  art  form  at 
the  show  was  the  animated 
computer  film,  now  often  used 
as  pan  of  the  background  to 
rock-music  videos.  .  ‘  ’ 

It  could  well  be  that  such 
films  will  also  go  a  long  way  to 
pulling  the  computer  industry 
out  of  its  doldrums  and  back 
into  large-scale  profit.

It  is  likely  to  seriously  affect 
the  already  sluggish  sales  of 
Sinclair's  £399  QL  computer 
which  requires  additional  ex¬ 
pense  to  provide  a  printer  and 
screen  and  uses  a  high-speed 
tape  system  rather  than  a  proper 
disc  drive. 

The  Sinclair  QL  suffered 
from  serious  delays  in  its 
delivery  when  first  announced 
and  could  not  cope  with  the 
high  initial  demand.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  AmslracTs  new 
machine  will  not  have  similar 
problems. 

But  despite  its  aggressive 
pricing  and  marketing.

The  paper.  Focus  on  the  Future,  A 
Strategy  for  fanoratioa,  outlined  the  SDP 
industrial  strategy  on  new  technology.  It 
identified  most  of  the  areas  needing 
attention:  finance,  education,  training, 
research  and  development 

The  strategy  was  a  mixture  of  a  Canute 
assessment'  but  misguided  policy.  The 
SDP  architects  have  fallen  info  the  same 
political  traps  as  the  Labour  -and 
Conserratfye parties.  -  ;.v 

Under  Labour  the  National  Research' 
Development  Corporation  (NRDC)  and 
the  National  Enterprise  Board  (NEB)  were 
given  substantial  licence.  As  the  primary 
vehicles  for  promoting  high  technology 
innovation  both  had  their  problems.  In  the 
end  they  were  forced  into  a  marriage, 
spawning  the  British  Technology  group. 

'When  the  Conservatives  came  to  power 
Mrs  Thatcher  did  not  disguise  her  dislike 
of  it,  stripping  it  of  midst  of  its  influence, 
channelling  university  research  successes 
on  to-:  the  shop  floor  and  allowing 
professors  to  take  their  innovation 
wherever  they  liked. 

Yet  in  its  place  she  created  her  own' 
strata  of  bureaucracy.  One  notable 
example  in  high  tech  is  the  Cable 
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Authority,  which  was  needed  mainly 
because  the  Government  would  not 
liberalize  the  cable  television  industry  on 
the  scale  it  had  promised.  Its  satellite 
equivalent,  which  has  grown  in  the  shadow 
of  the  Independent  Broadcasting  Auth¬ 
ority,  came  to  be  needed  because  the 
Government  cannot  provide  a  satisfactory 
policy  on  space  and  international  telecom¬ 
munications. 

The  SDP  has  recognized  the  role  for 
government.  The  paper  says:  “Government 
should  proride  the  inspiration  and  the 
framework  that  enables  industry  to 
develop  in  a  competitive  environment.  But 
with  new  technologies  there  is  an  urgency 
that  cannot  wait  for  the  invisible  band  of 
the  market  place  to  take  effect;  moreover,  • 
history  shows  that  British  industry  is  not 
always  responsive  to  market  pressures  for 
innovation". 

■What  history  has  shown  is  that  the 
same  sluggish  approach  to  major  govern¬ 
ment  industrial  decisions  on  high  tech  is 
the  same  as  was  adopted  by  army 
quartermasters  a  century  ago. 

The  SDP  claims:  “We  are  only  too  well 
aware  of  the  dangers  that  too  much 


bureaucracy  can  create  for  industry,  and 
we  recognize  that  civil  servants  are  not 
necessarily  equipped  to  pick  market 
winners.” 

It  Is  therefore  inconsistent  that  the  SDP 
should  suggest  the  creation  of  two  new 
bureaucracies  which  are  supposed  to  act  as 
the  principal  catalysts  to  Britain's  high 
technology/computer  innovation.  The 
party  supports  the  creation  of  two  new 
organizations  —  initially  under  the 
influence  of  the  British  Technology  group, 
which  “would  have  provision  for  greater 
independence  of  action  by  incorporating 
mechanisms  that  keep  them  at  arm's 
length  from  government  interference”. 

The  SDP  has  missed  the  entire  point  of 
why  we  do  not  have  a  satisfactory 
industrial  strategy  and  policy.  There  is  no 
government  commitment.  Influence  with¬ 
out  responsibility  has  been  the  by-word. 
And  there  is  no  minister  of  senior  rank 
able  to  commandeer  the  resources  needed 
to  implement  a  proper  high-tech  strategy. 

The  formula  for  a  successful  industrial 
strategy  is  to  ensure  that  there  is 
government  interference  but  with  an  end  in 
mind. 

The  SOP'S  commitment  to  increasing 
the  budget  on  scientific  research  by  £40 
million,  the  allocation  of  £200  million  to 
launch  its  new  corporations  to  help 
innovation,  its  commitment  to  education 
and  training  and  die  tax  incentives  it  has 
outlined  in  its  blueprint  have  all  identified 
the  problem.  But  the  solution  still  rests  in 
Whitehall. 


Software 
sellers 
learn  a 
lesson

E\cr  since  the  personal  com- 
\  puter  market  began.  American 
l  software  companies  have  led 
the  way  on  both  sides  of  the 
Atlantic.  US  software  houses 
such  as  Micro.  Microsoft. 
Ashton  Tate  and  Lotus  and 
have  a  virtual  monopoly  on 
business  software  sold  in  the 
L'K.  But  now  British  software 
manufacturers  are  fighting  back. 

A  Hertfordshire  company. 
Laser  Software  International, 
has  signed  an  American  distri¬ 
bution  deal  worth  more  than  Si 
million  for  its  Macintosh 
database  product.  Lascrhasc. 
]  And  Expencch  plans  soon  to 
sell  its  Xi  expert  system  in  the 
I  S.  Another  British  software 
company.  Meiacomco.  won  the 
contract  to  supply  the  operating 
system  of  the  Amiga  computer. 
Commodore's  forthcoming 
colour  Macintosh  rival. 

The  rewards  of  cracking  the 
American  market  can  be  great. 
Business  in  the  US  moves  faster 
than  in  ihe  UK:  more  than  a 
year's  w  orth  of  British  sales  can 
be  picked  up  in  a  month.  But  it 
is  important  for  foreigners  to  do 
their  homework  thoroughly. 
Laser,  for  example,  found  it 
needed  to  change  its  packaging 
and  design  for  Laserbase. 

Laser's  marketing  manager. 
Nigel  Parry,  said:  “The  packag¬ 
ing  for  our  product  in  the  UK  is 
sensible  and  traditional  whereas 
the  design  for  the  US  is  brighter 
and  in  a  bigger  9in  x  7in  box. 
The  manual  has  been  designed 
with  more  Illustrations." 

Launching  any  new  product 
to  compete  head-on  against 
established  software  can  be 
horrendously  expensive.  Lead¬ 
ing  software  houses  such  as 
Ashton-Tate  and  Lotus  spend 
around  $5  million  on  marketing 
a  newr  product  such  as  Frame¬ 
work  lAsh ton-Tate)  or  Jazz 
(Lotus). 

Bob  Left,  co-chairman  of  the 
American  software  distributor, 
SofteL  said  “A  significantly 
greater  amount  of  money  needs 
to  be  committed  to  getting  the 
product  into  the  market  place. 
Everything  is  more  expensive 
than  the  UK  by  a  factor  of  10." 

Any  company  wanting  to 
make’  an  immediate  impact 
would  need  both  an  east  coast 
and  west  coast  ofiicr  although 
Laser  went  for  an  alternative 
approach. 

Laser's  Nigel  Parry  said:  “We 
chose  to  enter  the  US  through  a 
distributor  because  we  fell  wc 
needed  their  expertise,  i  know 
only  half  a  per  cent  of  what  you 
need  to  understand  to  succeed 
in  America,  i  don't  think  I 
would  want  an  office  ...  if  the 
product  became  amazingly 
successful  we  might  have  to.  In 
the  meantime  1  would  rather 
use  other  people's  expertise.” 

But  having  your  own  US 
office  can  be  a  mistake, 
according  to  Bob  LefF.  He  says: 
“1  would  strongly  recommend 
any  outside  software  company 
to  have  a  US  office.  If  you  do 
noL  what  do  you  do  about 
warranty  cards,  phone  inquiries 
and  handling  defective  goods?”

Naturally,  this  keeps  costs  low. 
However,  owners  of  other 
makes  of  micro  can  buy  the 
necessary  hardware  and  soft¬ 
ware  elsewhere. 

The  snag  is  that  to  participate 
in  such  activities  the  micro  user 
must  also  be  a.  licensed  radio 
amateur.  Few  youngsters  arc 
going  to  be  willing  to  sit  through 
a  set  of  exams  when  an  easier 
and  cheaper  alternative  exists. 
CB  radios  are  the  obvious 
target.  Naturally  their  use  for 
data  is  illegal. 

On  the  other  hand,  CB’s 
main  attraction  was  always  its 
rebel  image.  Britain  may  well  be 
on  the  point  of  experiencing  a 
new  kind  of  CB  pirate  where  US 
slang  is  replaced  by  the  tones 
and  whistles  of  data  being  sent 
by  modem. 

As  is  often  the  case.  North 
America  has  a  lead  over  Britain 
in  this  field.  Significantly 
though.  Federal  deregulation  of 
certain  areas  of  the  FM 
sideband  have  legalized  such 
activity.  This  has  led  to  both 
commercial  and  amateur  ex¬ 
ploitation. 

A  company  called  Dataspeed 
prod u red  modems  which  alr 
lowed  IBM  PC  users  to  access 
financial  data  being  broadcast 
by  radio.  Although  not  a  grcai 
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success,  micro  industry  giant 
Lotus  Development  thought 
Dataspeed  important  enough  to 
buy  into. 

Amateurs  took  advantage  of 
the  situation  to  start  what  have 
come  to  be  known  as  packet 
radio  bulletin  boards.  A  bulletin 
board  is  a  microcomputer  set 
up  by  its  owner  to  exchange 
messages  automatically  between 

callers. 

Many  such  boards  were 
formerly  run  using  telephone 
lines.  In  their  place  have  come 
aerials  and  radio  transceivers. 

To  run  such  a  board  in 
Britain  would  be  illegal  since 
unmanned  broadcasting 

stations  ' are  banned.  Bulletin 
boards  can  run  24  hours  a  day 
unattended. 

Critics  will  probably  claim 
that  the  air  waves  in  Britain  are 
already  stretched  to  maximum 
capacity.  But  packet  radio  is 
just .  as  economical  on  fre¬ 
quencies  as  cellular  radio.  Space 
can  obviously  be  found. 

British  Telecom's  launching 
of  Lmkline  0800  is  a  possible 
alternative  solution.  The  service 
is  an  automatic  form  of 
Freefone  where  the  subscriber 
not  the  caller  is  charged  for  the 
call.  Such  lines  have  already 
existed  for  some  time  in  the 
United  States  -  numbers  using 
the  8Q0  dialling  code  are  toll 
free. 

Many  enterprising  US  busi- 
nesses  have  taken  advantage  to 
provide  on-line  services  which 
cost  nothing  to  access.  The  bad 
news  for  British  hackers  is  that 
there  is  no  way  of  dialling  them 
-  calls  from  Britain  cannot  be 
connected  to  US  toll  free 
numbers.  But- some  hacker  is 
bound  10  find  a  way . 


■  Commodore  International  has 
said  it  will  report  a  loss  of  $80 
million  (about  £56  mlWon)  for  its 
fourth  quarter,  which  ended  on 
June  30.  The  loss  will  include  a  $50 
million  (£35  million)  writedown  in 
the  value  of  stocks -a  move 
Commodore  earlier  denied  it  would 
take  -  because  of  slow-selling 
Inventories. 

It  will  wipe  out  Commodore's 
previous  nine-month  profit  figure  of 
$10  million  and  reduce  the  net 
worth  of  the  company  by  about  25 
per  cent.  Commodore  is  now 
gambling  on  a  return  to  a  healthy 
safes  figures  with  its  new  Amiga 
computer,  but  the  result  of  this  wiH 
not  be  dear  until  the  end  of  the 
year  as  deliveries  of  the  machine 
do  not  start  untfl  October. 
Commodore  executives  now  say 
they  believe  the  company  can 
break  even  by  December.

■m  An  advanced  computer  system 
that  automatically  translates 
complex  design  requirements  into 
the  most  efficient  step-by-step 
instructions  for  assembly  workers 
on  the  factory  floor  has  been 
developed  by  an  American 
company. 

The  assembly  instructions, 
displayed  on  work-station 
terminals,  are  generated  by  system 
software  that  uses  artificial 
intelligence  to  analyse  the  product 
design  data.  The  Produtibility- 
based  Automated  Design  and 
Manufacturing  System  (PADMS), 
from  the  Hughes  Aircraft  Company, 
is  claimed  to  save  man-hours  and 
increase  production  yields. 

A  Hughes  official  said:  "PADMS 
can  also  deliver  feedback  to 
designers.  Supported  with  up-to- 
date' information  about 


manufacturing  cost  and 
complexity,  equipment  availability, 
engineers  wiH  be  able  to  make 
informed  trade  off  decisions  while  a 
design  is  stiB  in  its  early  stages.” 

As  a  result,  the  number  of  late 
design  changes  is  expected  to  be 
reduced  significantly.  When  such 
changes  are  necessary,  they  can 
be  inserted  into  the  PADMS  date 
base,  without  the  delays  usually 
associated  with  issuing  design 
changes  on  paper. 

The  official  added:  “Manually,  it 
could  take  140  hours  to  organize 
and  write  a  typical  circuit  board 
workbook;  this  can  now  be  done  in 
30  hours  or  so. 

The  development  became 
operational  earlier  this  year  at  the 
company’s  Electro-Optical  and 
Data  Systems  Group  whose 
products  include  laser  range¬ 
finders.  thermal  imaging  systems 
and  space  sensors  used  for  a 
variety  of  military  applications. 

DHSS  switch 

■  In  an  interim  measure  before 
the  £700  million  computerization  of 
the  DHSS,  claimants  will  soon  be 
bar-coded.

I  just  do  not 
understand  what  is  gome  on  out 
there.  The  cricketers  of  today  -  they 
just  do  not  belong  on  (be  nine 
ground  as  the  people  of  my  lime. 

I  remember  the  old  days.  I  nil) 
teff  you  about  one  day.  nay.  nay 
back  in  1985.  England  were  545  for 
three  at  lea  -  n  hat  times  they  tint. 
Wc  wen;  playing  for  the  Ashes,  and 
let  me  left  you,  in  those  days  an 
Ashes  series  really  was  an  .Ashes 
scries.  Tt  was  at  Edgbasion.  on  a 
Monday  -  I  remember  it  like  it  was 
yesterday. 

What  cricketers  we  had  in  those 
days  -  not  like  today's  shabby 
apologies  for  players.

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Eight  men  were  fined  yester¬ 
day  after  bring  arrested  fleeing 
from  a  cock-fight  where  birds 
were  engaged  in  “vicious  and 
bioody  battles  to  the  death  or 
exhaustion*'. 

The  eight  pleaded  guilty  to 
charges  brought  under  the 
Protection  of  Animals  Act 
I9H.  at  Bridgnorth  magis¬ 
trates  court  in  Shropshire.  The 
prosecution  said  it  was  only  the 
third  case  of  its  kind  to  hare 
taken  place. 

The  prosecution  was  made  by 
the  Royal  Society  for  the 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Ani¬ 
mals  after  a  raid  with  police  on 
the  kennels  of  the  Wheatland 
Hunt  at  Eardington,  near 
Bridgnorth,  on  Jnne  16. 

Mr  John  McMillan,  for  the 
Prosecution,  said  a  cockpit 
made  from  straw  bales  was 
.  found  in  an  outbuilding  adjoin¬ 
ing  the  home  of  Terence 
Richmond,  aged  43,  who  was 
then  Ihekennels  huntsman. 

Six  dead  birds  were  found  In 
a  plastic  bucket  and  21  others 
were  discovered  alive,  some  of 
them  injured. 

“There  was  a  five  gallon 
drum  of  cider  and  evidence  that 
the  men  had  been  placing  bets 
on  the  outcome  of  contests 
between  cocks,  which  had  been 
weighed  and  paired  off  before 
being  put  into  the  pit. 

Richmond,  of  Norton,  near 
Bridgnortlu  was  fined  f  1.500  and 
ordered  to  pa>  costs  of  £160  after 
admitting  assisting  at  a  cock  fight, 
using  premises  for  cock-fighting, 
permitting  their  use.  possessing  a 
cockpit,  possessing  spurs  and 
causing  cmcl tv  to  animals.

Even  as  ihc  first  victims  were 
being  dragged  into  ambulances, 
however,  the  second  bomb 
exploded  in  the  Ghobciri 
district  of  the  city,  a  Shia 
Muslim  slum  not  far  from 
Bourj  cl-Barajnch.  Here  the 
explosion  was  evidently  in¬ 
tended  to  catch  civilians  on 
their  way  to  a  mosque  near  by. 
though  'it  killed  only  four 
people. 

An  anonymous  caller  told  a 
Western  news  agency  in  Beirut 
that  the  “Black  Brigades"*  - 
quite  possibly  a  mythical  name 
-  had  set  oIT  the  bombs  “to 
counter  a  war  of  extermination 
aimed  against  our  Christian 
people”  and  “to  avenge  all  the 
Christians  killed,  slaughtered 
and  displaced  in  this  country*’. 

More  ominously.  Mr  Nabih 
Berri.  the  Shia  .Muslim  leader, 
warned  Christians  that  “any 
aggression,  be  it  shelling  or 
destruction,  against  nationalist 
areas  will  push  us  into  a 
showdown"".

Mr  Edward  Short,  who  was 
Labour  postmaster  general 
between  1966  and  196S,  said:

Senior  Opposition  MPs  were 
expressing  the  strongest  concern 
last  about  M15"s  veiling  activi¬ 
ties. 

Mr  David  Steel,  the  Liberal 
leader,  said:  “This  is  ycl  one 
more  example  where  it  would 
appear,  at  first  glance,  to  be 
somewhat  out  of  control.” 

Mr  Give  Soley,  Labour 
spokesman  on  home  a  flairs, 
said  he  was  deeply  disturbed  to 
hear  that  former  minsters  had 
not  known  of  BBC  veiling 
procedures  and  that  the  Prime 
Minister  of  the  Home-Secretory 
should  issue  an  immediate 
statement  that  M15  would  be 
subjected  to  more  effective 
control. 

The  rules  governing  M15 
operations  say  that  those  are  to 
be  restricted  to  the  defence  of 
the  realm  against  espionage, 
sabotage  of  subversion. 

Lord  Denning  said  in  his 
Profumo  report  in  1963:  “It 
must  not.  even  at  the  behest  of  a 
minister  or  a  government 
department,  take  pan  in  inves¬ 
tigating  the  private  lives  of 
individuals  except  in  a  matter 
bearing  on  the  defence  of  the 
realm  as  a  whole”. 

The  governing  Maxwell  Fvfe 
Directive,  issued  by  the  then 
home  secretary  to  the  director 
general  of  the  security  service 
on  September  24.

“You  will  take  special  care  to 
see  that  the  work  of  the  security 
service  is  strictly  limited  to 
whal  is  necessary  for  the 
purposes  or  this  task”.

A  Golden  Week 
turned  sour 


The  view  from  the  church 
lower  ai  Ru$t  on  a  blistering 
hot  afternoon  during  the 
town’s  “Golden  Wine  Week” 
is  instructive.  To  the  east,  the 
Weusicdl  Lake  dotted  with 
sails  stretches  towards  Hunga¬ 
ry.  To  the  west  rise  ihc 
vineyards  of  the  Lcilha  Hills. 
Immediately  below  arc  the 
shaded  courtyards  of  the  inns 
which  since  the  sixteenth 
century  have  made  the  name 
Rust  synonymous  in  Austria 
with  quality  wine. 

Despite  the  heat  though,  the 
courtyards  arc  silent.  There  is 
little 'sign  that  Rust's  justly 
celebrated  if  somewhat  rough 
wines  arc  being  consumed. 
Tables  arc  deserted  and  the 
storks  who  on  their  annual 
migrations  have  made  nests  in 
the  chimneys  of  the  inns  seem 
to  be  the  only,  if  rather  aloof, 
inhabitants. 

Somewhere  in  the  distance 
rises  the  sound  of  a  solitary' 
accordion  but  signs  of  revelry 
arc  surprisingly  absent  From 
every  door  a  large  poster  (laps 
in  the  warm  breeze,  its 
message  short  and  clear. 
“Help”,  it  proclaims.  “Real 
Rust  wine  is  fine*’. 

Several  olher  posters  call  for 
a  repeal  of  the  present 
Austrian  wine  laws.  Others 
bearing  the  expensive  rhetoric 
and  stamps  of  the  local  notary 
insist  that  the  wine  contained 
behind  the  heavy  baroque 
doors  is  completely  free  from 
dicthylcnc-glycol.  the  anti¬ 
freeze  agent"  which  has  de¬ 
stroyed  Austrian  wines  export 
markets. 

Golden  Wine  Week  in  Rust 
is  usually  an  inebriate  affair 
with  dealers  and  growers 
proudly  displaying  the  best  of 
ihcir  'wares  to  an  eager 
audience  largely  made  up  of 
West  German  tourists.  This 
tear  the  note  is  distinctly 
funereal.  Stands  in  some 
comers  arc  empty  or  bottles, 
the  dealers  -  not  locals  it  is 
hastily  pointed  out  -  are 
behind  bars. 

Other  barrows  arc  slacked 
full  of  bottles  but  even  free 
tastings  bring  only  a  hesitant 
response  from  the  few  spec¬ 
tators  milling  around. 

One  wine  grower  without 
the  cushion  of  a  regular 
clientele  ad  mi  lied  that  Iasi 
year  he  had  sold  over  a 
hundred  bottles  a  day.  This 
year  he  has  difficulty  selling 
one.  The  discovers'  in  a 


German  supermarket  lasl 
month  of  a  doctored  Rustcr 
Bccrenauslcsc  irreparably 
damaged  the  good  name  ol 
Rust. 

No  good  explaining  to  the 
tourists  that  the  absurd  state 
of  Austrian  wine  laws  allows 
wines  to  bear  the  name  Rusler 
even  ir  they  arc  bottled  miles 
away  from  the  town  and 
artificially  sweetened  with 
glycol.  However  voluble  the 
assurances  of  the  local  in¬ 
nkeeper.  the  West  German 
tourists  are  drinking  beer. 

In  the  surrounding  coumry- 
sidc  where  there  arc  no  storks 
or  sailing  facilities  to  lure 
tourists,  the  mood  is  criml; 
pessimistic.  It  docs  not  help  to 
hear,  as  one  politician  crawl;, 
pointed  out  earlier  this  week, 
that  Austria  can  recover  ns 
losses  through  the  export  ban 
by  selling  2ft  Curassicr  tanks 
abroad. 

For  the  Burgcnlandcr.  the 
native  of  Austria’s  poorest 
province  Ihc  outlook  is  bleak. 
The  average  wage  is  .dread v 
less  than  £29M  a  momh.  well 
below  the  national  average 
and  in  the  last  20  years  more 
than  nfl.OOM  inhabitants  of 
Burgcnland  have  emigrated. 

Growing  wine  is  an  essen¬ 
tia!  pari  of  the  province’s  daily 
life  and  though  the  number  of 
people  exclusively  involved  in 
cultivating  vines  has  dwindled 
fiom  95.0tXl  thirty  years  ago  to 
barely  15.000  today,  eight  out 
of  ten  people  in  the  prov  ince 
are  engaged  pan-lime  in 
cultivating  the  grape. 

For  most  of  these  il  is  an 
essential  supplement  to  a 
meagre  income. 

Equally  disheartening  is  the 
complicated  blueprint  un¬ 
veiled  by  the  Aurtrien 
Government  tins  month  for 
ns  new  wine  law. 

Words  like  mafia  and 
incompetence  fly  as  the 
provincial's  traditional  con¬ 
tempt  for  the  Vienna  Govern¬ 
ment  is  provoked  by  anyone 
unwise  enough  in  raise  the 
topic  of  the  new  law.  f»n  only 
one  pom!  is  ilie  w  iik-ih  •  ••.ver 
calmly  clear  and  that  is 
whatever  Chancellor  Stno- 
uai/'s  Government  does,  the 
reputation  of  Rust  wines  will 
take  years  to  recover  from  this 
summer's  scandal.
